TO ALL MEMBERS OF THE NATIONAL COMMUTES 
Dear Comrades; 

From time to time we want to acquaint you vlth some of the questions 
disoussed at Secretariat meetings, especially such questions as will help 
facilitate the work of the district organizations. 

i - 

. The last meeting of the Secretariat considered as the main question! 
developments In the peace movement both In our own country and Internationally. 
It took special cognizance of the tremendous demonstration held In London dur- 
ing Easter week In which some 20,000 participated In the peace walk culminat- 
ing In a mass demonstration of over 100,000 at Trafalgar Square. 

This significant movement united many forces Including Communists, 
Left -Influenced groupings as well as large sections of the Labor Party, the 
trade unions, cooperatives, church and other organizations. 

It was felt that this development, as well as those In 1 our own country, 
requires considerable attention on our part and greater discussion of peace 
movements throughout the world. 

In our own country, where the level of development of the peace move- 
ment is different from that of Great Britain, other forms of demonstrative 
and various actions are to be seen. This has been witnessed in the activities 
of "peace movements such as Sane, religious* groupings and in the beginnings of 
the response by the labor movement, as already Indicated at our National Com- 
mittee meeting. The Sane committee seems to be one of the active forces in 
our country. For Instance, Its meeting at Madison Square Garden in New York 
City will undoubtedly be a high point of its activities. There are reports 
from many areas where such meetings are taking place, in most cases attracting 
an attendance larger than heretofore. 

In the course of the discussion it was felt: 

1) That we must take into consideration the activities of the polit- 
ical action and legislative committees of various peace movements and their 
response to this question. 

2) To evaluate the results of the Foreign Policy Conference of the 
AFL-CIO held recently in New York City which, while dominated by the Msany 
cold-war line, found some reflection of the growing peace sentiment among 
labor and the population generally. 

3) In all areas, we should seek out, in open discussion with other 
peace forces, ways of helping further to develop greater initiative for Joint 
actions as well as other forms of united front activities in this field. 

k) We recognize that as a result of the summit conference the whole 
peace sentiment will receive new vitality which must find its greatest expres- 
sion in the election campaign as well as in the peace movements themselves. 

This matter deserves the attention of all district bodies and the 
lower organizations of the Party. 

The Secretariat also decided to organize a National Farm Conference 
In Minneapolis to be held on May 28th and 29th. It also set the agenda for 
the next full meeting of the National Executive Committee.

She also stated that 
there was no education among the CP clubs because they had no 
knowledge of Marxism and Leninism, and as a result di d not know - 
how to conduc t meetings or follow the thinking of the | ] 
I I She also stated that the CP members involved in 

mass work should not be openly identified as Communists. Even 
though a person is active in mass work, this should be considered 
as Party and the District should be cognizant of this. 

After listening to the above-mentioned problems, GUS 
HALL stated the Party must have discipline and to. achieve this 
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discipline they must use persuasion and conviction. He stated 
the iron hand discipline is no longer applicable, but persuasion 
and conviction should be used in solving all the problems. 
The weaknesses of individuals should be learned and the leader- 
ship should use these weaknesses to strengthen that individual 
and not to tear him down further. HALL recommended that the 
Youth Club be left alone and not assigned to CP clubs or 
community work. He stated they are growing and in 10 to 15 
years will be the leaders of the Party. It is true that the 
youth will make mistakes , but so do adults. He referred to the 
Youth Club in Philadelphia as being the largest and best Youth 
group in the country and is very much pleased with their work. 
HALL indicated the adults are trying to hold back the youth 
not only in the local district but in other districts throughout 
the Party. The CP is growing throughout the country on a national 
scale and it is being done through persuasion and conviction, 

HALL also stated that those CP members engaged in mass 
work should not be openly identified as Communists. They should 
incite mass action and once the people are moving, then they 
can begin to educate and raise their level of thinking and 
introduce the question of Socialism. HALL further stated that 
if anybody starts a conflict between mass work and Party work, 
they have no knowledge of Leninism. 

Concerning the Industrial Section of the CPEPD, HALL 
stated the local leadership must be diplomatic in their dealings 
with this problem and attempt to win them over through persuasion 
and conviction. He also suggested the local leadership examine 
itself and be critical to determine why it has not been accepted 
by the rank and file. ,r ' 
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In conclusion HALL recommended that the CPEPD Issue 
the CP election leaflet; issue leaflets on current events, and 
as an example, related the incident in South Philadelphia where 
a white boy was stabbed by several Negro youths. He advocated 
the publishing of a leaflet reflecting both sides of this story. 
He also stated the CPEPD, as Party work, can distribute leaflets 
on most any local situation. Such leaflets should be distributed 
over the Party's name. HALL also agreed to come to Philadelphia 
more often and attend club, DC., and DEC meetings. In the event 
he is unable to do so, some representative from the National 
Office will substitute for him.

I. Rep®rt By CLARENCE HATHAWAY @n 

the Situation in the New York District 

HATHAWAY gave a general report in which he ( said 
that there is still a factional situation in the' New" York 
District. He said that some 'of the comrades in the- District 
are meeting in separate groups , . are raising problems in staff 



meetings and have differences on policy* HATHAWAY stated that 
many people in the District are working on the basis of old 
policy as if the 17th National Convention did not take place. 
Furthermore, the spirit of the^ig^ssion in the Secretariat 
of the CP, USA, h$ts not drifted down to the New York District* 

During the discussion of the New York District, 
BEN, DAVIS and ARNOLD JOHNSON tried to show a little sympathy 
for the New York comrades. 

II. The Agenda for the Meeting of 
the National Executive Comigittee 



There was some debate on what the agenda should be 
for the meeting of the National Executive. Committee on 
May 14 and 15, 196Q. . . It was finally agreed that the following 
two poin,ts will be on the agenda for the National Executive 
Committee meeting? 

1) The 1960 Elections* 

2) Education and Propaganda * Wc&rk : of the CP, USA* 

It was also decided that these items and whatever 
else is discussed at the National Executive Committee Meeting 
will have to be geared to the present struggles of the people. 
That is, the National Executive Committee will have to discuss 
the peace struggle, the struggle of the Negro people and the 
general upsurge! in. the struggles in the United States* 

GUS HALL reminded those present at this meeting of 
the Secretariat that they sh$u$<?i understand the character of 
the National .Executive Committee* The National Executive 
.Committee should only discuss basic trends among the people and 
in the Party. Since the National Executive Committee meets 
-only once every two months, it cannot go into a lot' of details* 

It was farther agrfeed that the Secretariat will 
send a. letter to the members of the National Executive Committee 
informing them of the agenda for the National Executive Committee 
A small election commission will be created for the purpose 
of preparing an election platform* 'Members of" this ele&tion 
commission will be ARNOLD JOHNSON, PHIL BART, CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
and JACK STACHEL, 



With regard to the second point on the agenda for the 
National Executive Committee dealing with the education and 
propaganda work of the CP, there will be two reporters. HY 
LUMBR will make a. report, and will concentrate on education. 
JIM JACKSON will make the ether report and will concentrate 
on the agitation and propaganda work of the CP. 

It was further decided that whatever the Secretariat 
as a whole agrees to will have to be backed up by the individual 
members, who make up the CP, USA, Secretariat, at the meeting of 
the National Executive Committee. 

During this discussion, BEN DAVIS said that the 
American people t are moving to the "Left", that is, the struggles 
in Latin America, Africa and South Korea have had an effect on 
the people in the United states 

Enlarged Trade Union 
, Commission Meeting 

" At this meeting of the Secretariat, it was decided 
that an enlarged trade union commission meeting will be held 
on May 12 and 13, I960, immediately proceeding the meeting 
of the National Executive Committor and members of the National 
Executive (Xnomittee will be expected to attend this meeting 
of the trade union commission*. 

Meeting of the Farm Commission 

The Secretariat also decided to have a meeting of 
the farm commission on May 28 and 29, 1960 in Minneapolis. .A 
committee of two was selected to prepare for this meeting of 
the farm commission. This committee consists of EftIC BERT "* 
and PAT TOOHEY. A third person from the New York District may 
be added to this committee. . 

During this discussion, someone suggested postponing 
the meeting of the, National Executive Committee because the 
summit meeting will, start at about the same time. However, 
it was decided to go through with the meeting on May 14 and 15, 
1960, since other meetings have already been scheduled and 
cannot be upset by a rescheduling of the meeting of the 
National Executive Committee. 




Remarks of GUS HALL on 
the Peace Movement 

GUS HALL mage a few remarks. He said that he is of 
the opinion that the peace movement has reached a very high 
level in the United States, that maybe there are possibilities 
now to review the situation to see if the peace movement 
might be united. The big march in England against nuclear 
warfare had an influence in this country. There are now a 
number of committees for a sane nuclear policy. The big 
Madison Square Garden meeting (scheduled for May 19, 1960) , 
is to be addressed by WALTER REUTHER. 

HALL said that maybe the CP can initiate some 
discussions. Perhaps the CP can talk to non-Party forces to 
see if they can have an agreement on policy for peace. . This 
can be taken up with trade unionists and: the CP might 
organize some grass roots committees for peace. 

Continuing, HALL said that in any case, the CP 
should take a hew look at the peace movement in the United 
States. He warned against narrowness and Leftism. For 
example, the CP should give support to the Madison Square 
Garden meeting by mobilizing people to attend the meeting 
but this should not be done in the name of the CP. 



Remarks of ARNOLD JOHNSON 
Concerning SANE 



ARNOLD JOHNSON reported that NORMAN COUSINS, one 
of the leaders of the Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, 
and NORMAN THOMAS, have been asking for cleansing of Communists 
from SANE. Therefore, even ARNOLD JOHNSON, who leans to the 
Left, warned that if the CP gives the peace movement tod 
much support, it is liable' to speed up the purge of Communists 
from the movement. 

General Discussion of the 
Peace Movement 



There was a general discussion in which those present 
talked of the growth of the peace movement in many cities in the 
United States.

The Madison 
Squarb Garden meeting should be a demons tr at ion * Also the 
CP should pay attention to the legislative arm of SANE since 
it has been lobbying with Congressmen and Senators, 

Discussion of a Request by 
HARRY HAYWOOD to Return to 
the CP _ 

A letter from HARRY BAYWOOD written in Los Angeles* 
was read to the Secretariat by PpIL BART* HAYWOOD asked to 
be taken foaok into the CP* The letter was brief but in it* 
HAYWOOD said that he w«ld ,afeid® by th® decisions of the 17th 
National Convention and admitted that he had @rr@d in the p&st. 

The letter frosa HAYWOOD resulted in a debate 9 discussion 
and fight * Except for BEN DAVIS, P everyone who spoke in regard 
to this matter rejected the letter of HAYWOOD* The speakers 
claimed that the letter was inadequate* It was pointed out 
that HAYWOOD was not j^st .a rank and file Coaasfiuni^t * He was 
considered a lg®,d©£> even though he was not a aaesaber of any 
leading committee * He is known internationally beeamse of 
his writings on the Negro question* He split with the CP 
and was the ch&irsseam of the Provisional Organising Coifamittee to 
Reconstitute the CP until he was kicked rant of that outfit * 

MORRIS CHILD S pointed out that the appeal of HARRY 
HAYWOOD for readiiaissi04 to the CP was turned down by the 17th 
National, Convention of the CP 9 JSSA D with only on© or two 
delegates supporting HAYWOOD * 

HATHAWAY said that fee, DOROTHY HEALEY* BEN DOBBS 
and CYRIL BRIGGS had a meeting with HARRY HAYWOOD in Los 
Angeles* HATHAWAY said that he tpld HAYWOOD that the latter 
was not just a rank and file member of ihe CP and that he would 
have to clarify his position B > ■ 

At this point p BEN DAVIS began to yell and scream* 
He said that there is -a double standard in the CP* Why compel 
HARRY HAYWOOD to imk® a pl^g#^ explain his position and say 
what he thinks of this or that policy? Why do y« keep 




people from the Right on the National Committee? Why don't 
you question DOROTHY HEALEY? Maybe every leader in the Party 
ought to review his position. We never had an evaluation of 
our work or the policies people per sued. 

This tirade by BEN DAVIS set off an explosion. 
Except for ARNOLD JOHNSON, everyone present told DAVIS 
that it is time for him to stop this type of nonsense. It 
was pointed out that there are no double standards within 
the Party. HARRY HAYWOOD s$lit with and has been out of the 
P«trty. 

GUS HALL said that 6 months ago he would talk to 
all kinds of people such as GEORGE WATT and ,AL BLUMBERG 
about returning to the Party p However they will have to come 
to the Party now. Then HALL said that the spirit of last 
wpeks meeting of the Secretariat has been violated by this 
discussion. While HALL did not mention DAVIS, he looked at 
DAVIS as he made this remark. 

A suggestion was made that !?tien BEN BAVfS, who was to 
leave for California on April 22, 1960, arrives in California, 
he whould see DOROTHY HEALEY, arrange to meet with HAYWOOD 
and convey to HAYWOOD the feelings of the Secretariat 
regarding HAYWOOD * s request for readmission into the CP. 
DAVIS refused to do this. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE suggested a Vote on this. It was 
pointed out that BEN DAVIS would be the only one voting against 



It was finally agreed to hold an executive meeting 
of the Secretariat at 1 §00 p.m. on Friday, April 22, 1960, 
just prior to DAVIS * departure for California, in order to 
further discuss this natter of HARRY -HAYWOOD. 

During this .debate, DAVIS *qgan checking up on 
resolutions adopted at the meeting of the National 1 Committee 
held in Chicago during the last weekend of March. He asked 
what has been done about issuing a resolution in regard to 
Catholic candidates for President of the United States. What 
has been done at^out having a Communist candidate for President? 



What is being done about white chauvinism in the Party? 
Decision to Issue Statements 

The meeting of the Secretariat concluded with a 
decision to issue a May Day statement to be written by HY 
LUMER and a statement on South Korea to be written by 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY.

the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests wqs held in CP 
headquarters , New York City, on that date. Among those 
in attendance were;

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HY LUMER opened with a report on a trip which . 
he had recently made to Boston. According to LU7-23R, HOMER 
CHASE was very critical of the National Committee (NC). 
CHASE said that the question of peace was being reduced 
to that of a subsidiary issue and was pushing f orward 
this concept of the anti-monopoly coalition; that the Party 
is playing down the Summit Conference and that the party 
is "becoming a ... for the Democratic Party." According 
to LUMER, CHASE then began to speculate as to the reasons 
for this and gave as a reason that perhaps the NC had no 
confidence in the Soviet Union.. LUMER said that the 
general line of CHASE'S speech was one of attack on the 
leadership and the NC as a whole. LUMER continued, "I said 
that the attitude of the national leadership was no different 
toward HOMER (CHASE) than it was toward any other district 
leadership and that if we did not consider him fit to be a 
district leader, ?,re would have said so„ Therefore, this 
should not be used as an excuse for his resignation." LUMER 
remarked that CHASE then began to argue that if someone does 
not agree with the NC he cannot function as a district leader 
and should resign. LUMER then noted that OTIS (HOOD) 
insisted that HOMER (CHASE) was not giving the real reasons 
(for his resignation) and that this is Just a coverup 
and that he really wanted to resign because of his personal 
family situation - the fact that his family is not prepared 
to move to Boston. 

LUMER said that he had proposed that HOMER (CHASE) 
and one other person ^from the leadership, preferably OTIS 
(HOOD), come in and meet with the Secretariat and discuss 
the question of the relationship of the district to the 
national leadership. LUMER stated that there was agreement 
on this and HOMER CHASE then withdrew his resignation until 
such a discussion. LUMER commented that when he talked to 
some of the other comrades individually he got somewhat 
different reactions. He noted that "the following morning,, 
both OTIS and JOHNSON (?) said they wanted to talk to me 
and told me they wanted to see HOMER out of that position..,." 
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that instead of getting down tb the question of work in the 
district he was always raising these issues of nationalism." 
LUMER said that on the following day, CI&SE gave what he described 
as a report on the NC meeting and then read the letter which 
had been sent to "The Worker" attacking an article written 
by JACK (STACHEL) on the elections. The essense of the 
letter was that this was an article in support of the 
Democratic Party against the Republican Party and one which 
plays down the issue of peace. LUMER continued that CHASE'S 
report also launched an attack on the election of the 
National Executive Committee (NEC) on the grounds that this 
was done without an evaluation and if there had been an 
evaluation, a number of people would not have been' elected. 
In this connection, CHASE specifically singled out CARL WINTER 
and PHIL (BART). In further describing CHASE 1 s report, 
LUMER said, "He then went into a . harangue about a letter 
he had addressed to ELIZABETH (FLY-NN) which had never been / 
answered and that it was impossible for him to work with ' 
PHIL BART, The only basis he gave for this was the discussion 
he had with PHIL as to whether he should be a full-time 
organizer. PHIL had mentioned the fact that he had / 
four children. So he referred very sarcastically to PHIL 
BART and his four-children theory. I was struck by the fact 
that nothing was said ahrmt anv wn-nir or any problems in v,a 
Massachusetts except for | | who made a very good 

speech and who raised the whole question and spoke very 
specifically and concretely about a number of mass issues and 
problems and asked why hasn*t the district tackled these 
questions.*... but the rest generally followed HOMER' s lead 
and spoke in a similar v#$n. .." 

LUMER commented that OTIS HOOD was much milder 
in his remarks but nevertheless was critical of the line 
followed by the Party nationally. He added that when he 
(LUMER) spoke, he discussed at some length and with some 
sharpness, pointing out the Party line on the elections and 
further pointing out that even though they (the district) 
did not agree with all the decisions made by the NC, they 
were nevertheless bound to carry them out and to carry them 
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out in good faith, without comrades undermining them,'- 

According to LUMER, what he had to say evidently "shook 
some of them" and made them feel a little ashamed of them- 
selves. He said that at this meeting there were only two 
motions made, both being made by HOMER CHASE. One was that 
the district committee approve the aforementioned letter to 
"The Worker" and the other calling on the national leadership 
to consider convening a Party nominating convention to 
nominate a candidate for Vice President. LUMER did not 
comment on what ruling was made on these motions. He continued 
that after the meeting he had asked OTIS HOOD what his position 
is on the letter and told HOOD that he thought he had made- 
it clear that he, LUMER, disagreed with it. According to 
LUMER, HOOD said that he disagreed with it too and when asked 
by LUMER why he voted to support the letter, said that 
"he thinks some errors are being made by 'The Worker'.... 
supporting the Democratic Party." 

LUMER said that he was of the opinion that 
OTIS HOOD is not really in such agreement with HOMER CHASE 
as "he would impress you as being at these meetings" but 
.1ft not nrpnaned to get up and make a fight against him.

problems and plays a limited role. The meeting it self „* b7C 
accomplished nothing and made no effort to deal with any 
mass activity and local problems. 

GUS HALL remarked, "I suggest we call the 
board in" (apparently referring to the Massachusetts board 
of the CP). A bu&of discussion followed and it was apparently 
agreed that the people from Massachusetts would be called in 
for a meeting on Sunday, May 8, i960, it being noted that 
this was the week before the NEC (meeting). 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE then discussed the forthcoming 
Summit Conference and the proposed visit of President 
EISENHOWER to the Soviet Union. He indicated that the Summit 
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Conference would be concerned with three major questions: 

1 • Peace 

2, Disarmament 

3. The German Question 

According to WEINSTONE, the meeting is being held 
under favorable circumstances, apparently on the basis of 
what he considered to be the successful visits of KHRUSHCHEV 
to India and Prance, WEINST ONE described KHRUSHCHEV'S 
visit to France as ghehorainai, noting that he was "acclaimed 
as a hero," WEINST'ONE said that the U.S. has lost ground, 
citing as apparent examples of this the upsurge and 
revolution in Korea, the fact that a united front' has been 
held in Japan, the developments in Viet Nam .and Laos 
and the further fact that the U.S. is no longer dominant in 
Europe. He claimed that Germany is now beginning to compete 
with the U.S. and England and this is a favorable factor 
for the Summit Conference. 

WEINSTONE said that the Party should urge agreement : 
on a ban cf further nuclear tests, with a moratorium on 
underground tests. With respect to the German question, 
WEINST'ONE said that the Soviet Union will press hard on 
this and does not intend to allow Germany to build up arms, 
According to WEINST'ONE* the German Party has written letters 
to workers of West Germany urging that the German question 
be solved by compromise. In preparation for the Summit 
Conference, WEINSTONE urged that the Party clarify the 
issues to the people. He suggested an open letter to the 
President regarding the Summit Conference in which the Party 
would discuss what the American people want. He said that 
this letter should be distributed as widely as possible. 
He also recommended that an ad be placed in the "New York Times." 

WEINSTONE then discussed the action that the Party 
should take regarding EISENHOWER' s visit to the USSR. He 
said that this visit should be the basis of a big campaign 
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in the Party which should be well prepared. He suggested 
that "The Worker" give wide publicity to the visit and that 
as many trade union leaders as possible be interviewed by 
the paper to make an appeal to labor to express their views. 
He also suggested that some people in the Socialist parties 
in Prance, England and Germany be requested to write in their 
views for the paper. He added that they should also get 
"left" and Communist trade union leaders to write into the 
paper. WEINSICNE continued that the Party should announce 
a "Peace Week" in order to get the Party "on the streets," 
and "send out all our leading speakers." He said that this 
should be done either the week before President EISENHOWER 
leaves or while he is in the Soviet Union. JACK STACHEL 
described WEINSTONE's report as a very good one and said 
that he would concentrate on one aspect of it, namely, the 
reversal of the "cold war policy." He said that the 
Party must bring in more and more proposals to end the 
"cold war." He suggested the slogan be used, "End the Cold 
War. " 

IRVING POTASH agreed with the idea of a "Peace 
Week" and recommended that meetings should be advertised in 
a special edition of "The Worker." 

HY LUMER said that he thought the proposal for 
an open letter is an important one. He said that it 
should be prepared promptly and should be rushed to the 
districts, asking them to print it instead of trying to 
do it centrally* ••• . . .'. 

BETTY GANNETT was in agreement with every^neqof 
the proposals. . . 

PHIL. BART was also in agreement with the open letter j 

and. suggested that it hot only be. sent to the President, but . " 

it could also be addressed to Congress, and sent to every j 

Congressman.- . • . . : - ■ {/

An Individual believed by informant to be HERBERT 
APTHEKER was pessimistic concerning accomplishments of the 
Summit Conference on the German question but did feel that it 
might force a formal agreement to the present boundaries 
of Germany. He remarked,. "I don't think we've done enough 
with this aggressiveness of the West German Government..,., 
of great significance was the movement toward the nuclear 
arming of West Germany which has aroused intense concern." 
APTHEKER noted that President EISENHOWER and the Foreign 
Secretary of Great Britain had both said they don't see 
why they (west Germany) should not have nuclear arms. APTHEKER 
said that he thought there should be concentrated attention 
upon the devastating quality such a step would have in the 
struggle for peaceful co-existence. According to APTHEKER, 
if this is to be serious disarmament with inspection included, 
then China cannot be omitted. He said that this brings in 
the question of the recognition of People's China and the 
seating of People's China in the United Nations. 

In conclusion, APTHEKER made reference to "the 
developing split between West Germany and Great Britain" 
which he described as really becoming momentous. He said 
that this is aimed at making Great Britain - a-*- fourth 
rate power. He continued that there is a much greater 
popular.. attachment to Great Britain than there is to West 
Germany, a much greater feeling of kinship. He said there 
is a really decisive contradiction of interest between Great 
Britain and West Germany, and then commented "in our 
approach to this from a propaganda point of view, we not 
only take a national position, . . .anti-Nazi, opposed to 

anti-semitism and the line of Great Britain in the 

present movement. I think that offers great opportunity." 

GUS HALL said that the Party should raise the point 
of the danger of the growth of German militarism. According 
to HALL, there are a lot of peace activities that are not 
heard about. He said that in San Francisco, a big mass affair 
is scheduled along these lines » He said that attention 
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should be drawn to San Francisco as an example of activities 
being carried on for peace. 

HALL said that every club of the Party must be 
involved in at least one grass-roots organization for peace. 

A general discussion followed concerning the proposed 
open letter to President EISENHOWER and it was suggested that 
it be no more than 1500 words. It appeared that it was 
agreed that the districts issue the letter in the form of 
folders, besides putting it in "'The Worker." 

HY LUMER then gave a report which was apparently 
primarily concerned with educational work of the Party. 
During his discussion he mentioned "Our theoretical work 
still remains low. ..sale of literature down.., 1955-38,900 
pieces, .. .1957- this has dropped to 4,000. ... .1958 to 5,000... 
1959 total 4,000." He noted that "New Century" in 1955 
sold 20 titles and 379,000 pieces of literature. He said 
that there was a decline in 1958 and 1959* noting that in 1958 
12 titles were sold, and in 1959* five titles. 

LUMER referred to the lack of educational 
apparatus in New York, Michigan and Illinois. He said there 
is a need for specific organizing responsibility for educational 
work. 
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HY LUMER remarked that the Party will publish 
a guide for study on subjects and material available; He 
said it will start in July with an article by GUS (HALL) 
followed by other comrades; He remarked that a system of 
planned programs will be put into effect and that a school 
program will be based on extensive organization with help 
being provided from the center as needed; LUMER stated that 
"we" also propose a National Seminar to be every other week 
wherein leading comrades will be invited to attend; Some 
of the suggested topics for the seminar will be: 

1 ; Capitalism 

2; On composition and structure of American 
working class; 

3; Theory of National Liberation Movement 
4; Social Democracy in the US 
5; Automation 

6. BB|B$gBbft questions , and the like 

Continuing LUMER remarked that nationally, the 
districts should appoint leading comrades to teach groups. 
He added that this is already under way in Illinois; 
LUMER recommended that there be established a section in PA 
("Political Affairs" ) in order to provide material for 
theoretical and self study; 

He said that on "Party Affairs" it is recommended 
that it should be continued as a (intra ?) Party publication 
for education, party organization and experiences; He said 
that if the Party goes into this seriously they would have 
to assign an editor and a staff to guide it; In answer to 
a question from WILL WEINSTONE regarding the "World Marxist 
Review," LUMER commented that "we* must undertake a 
campaign to increase its circulation; He noted that at present 
very few Party members read it (World Marxist Review). 

LUMER commented that with regard to club classes 
there has been some spontaneous activity, V however, it 
varies from district to district. He said the problem 
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appears to be a scarcity of material. With regard to club 
discussions, LUMER said that he was not able to give any 
statistical picture; He said "we 1 * found that the old 
discussion forms are not being used so "we" have stopped 
them; He remarked that club discussions generally are at a 
low level and are infrequent; 

According to the informant, LUMER then 
complained about his heavy work loax3 commenfclnG that besides 
working on the Education ,0ommittee, he was also on the 
Jewish Commission and had been working on the Youth Committee 
which is supposed to be a transitional thing until DANNY 
(RUBIN) gets settled.. 

BETTY GANNETT during the discussion period, stated 
that "we" have "banded together" every section except 
industry for the first time in New York and now have a 
birds-eye ?lew of the education situation. ^5he stated that the 
Party has failed from the top down and that the people 
feel that "we" do not mean what we say; She said that one of 
the failings was their inability to show how theory fits into 
practice. She recommended that what was needed was a 
popular handbook to take issue with capitalist theories. 
She said that the Party is not challenging in this country and 
that the Party must challenge on mass media lines. 

GANNETT said that with regard to the school last 
term there were 100 and the current term has (75? ); She stated 
"We" are working with new personnel to attract people on the 
fringe to come in in order to increase attendance; Under 
HERB'S (APTHEKER ?) leadership, "we" are undertaking work to 
launch that type of school which would attract young people. 
She seated there are approximately 20 teenagers in Queens 
age 14, 15 and 16, and about 14 in Westchester; 

They have club meetings once a month and there 
is a demand growing for club classes, but "we" cannot 
supply the teachers. "We" have experimented with certain 
ideas and have projected the idea of Party institutes which 
would be followed by Party workshops wherein problems could 
be raised and criticisms offered, GANNETT complained that

they do not have club leadership and suggested possibly-

Continuing GANNETT stated that comrades ought 
to know how to gear the educational work to the work 
of the Party i 

WILL WEINSTONE stated that they should make the 
educational problem one of the chief topics; He stated that 
education has never been a primary task of the Party and 
that educational directors do not exist in all places. He 
commented that New York State has not had an educational 
discussion in several years; He commented that he had 
spoken to HY (LUMER) and suggested a text book, adding that 
the German and English Parties have had it (text book). WEINSTONJ 
proposed that one night a .week should b<5 established for study. 
He said that they would be better off if they had prepared 
text books instead of outlines and suggested a subcommittee to 
prepare material. 

Continuing WEINSTONE said that with regard to 
"PoBbical Affairs" he was in favor of having an editorial board; 
WEINSTONE commented further that with regard to lectures 
SCOTT NEARING (PH) travels around giving lectures and in this 
manner reaches many people; 

JACK STACHEL stated that there are three points 
to be stressed if HY'S ( LUMER) /fs^€o work: 

1; They must draw in more people; 

2, Involve people in educational work using 
the clubs as a basis. 

3. Integrate theory into mass work; 

He stated that "Political Affairs" is one of the 
most important instruments in the Party but it has not been 
used to its fullest advantage; He also agreed that it would 
be a good idea to have an editorial Board; 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON spoke next stating that he 
agreed, with JACK*S (STACHEL) statement and with HY'S 
report- He asked why the present school has only 75 
students; JOHNSON recommended that during the next 
period they should attempt to establish the system of 
club classes. 

An individual believed to be JIM ALLEN stated 
that at no time has the Party had a fully developed 
educational program which is required in order to 
continuously build the Party; He said that a lack 
of such a program is one of the causes why people 
have been going out of the P?trty* He said that what 
was required was a full-fledged national educational 
department and the comrade in charge must develop all 
his time and energy to the planning of that work; 
This individual in closing recommended W (LUMER) be 
assigned exclusively to this educational department; 
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HERB APTHEKER stated that he agreed in general 
with what JIM (ALJLEN) said. APTHEKER stated that the Party 
should set up a department specifically to fight 
falsifications regarding the Party and individuals in 
the Party. He said that if an individual Communist is 
named in a newspaper or article, that individual Communist 
should be told about it and be advised that he should send 
a letter to "the Times" (apparently "New York Times") or 
whoever it is, and tell them that their names should not 
be used. APTHEKER stated that he has been having a battle 
with DAVID LAWRENCE in correspondence which runs approximately 
25 letters, because LAWRENCE, " in one of his articles, lied 
about him. ;•.".!» have got him to admit in correspondence that 
he has lied, but I don't know if he will admit this in his 
column. 

The second point I wish to discuss :1s what BETTY 
(GANNETT) touched on, that is that people inside and outside 
the movement want appreciation from us, the leadership, of 
what is bothering them. The Party should understand that 
this is I960 and not 1920 or »30. The validity of Marxism 
in the new world is to be shown as being valid today. It 
is important to get people to come to lectures and "we"' 
must learn to talk and write concerning what is current 
and contemporary. 

The third pointis polemics. All classical Marxist 
literature is polemic. Everything that MARX, ENGELS, and 
LENIN wrote was argumentative and that is the Marxist sftsrle 
of writing. However, this does not pervade our writing" ' 
today. 

The fourth point is on"Political Affairs" . The 
editors of "Political Affairs" agreed a year ago that 
we needed an editorial board. APTHEKER, in closing, stated 
that it was up to the secretariat itself to set up this 
editorial board, stating that he personally has approved 
this for the past 18 months.

DANNY RUBIN stated that continuity of 
education in the Party must be based on club educational 
work* He stated that when the Party begins to tackle 
the problem of developing club educational classes, they 
will run into many problems. RUBIN stated that he would 
like to see some kind of club educational aid put out 
which discusses methods of developing club education* 
He remarked that there has been some Party recruiting 
among young people and that in Philadelphia new members 
plan to organise every six months depending on how often 
they are able to recruit people* He said that it was 
most important that new people coming into the Party 
should get off on the right foot with respect to the 
concept of what the Party is* 

GUSO'HALL stated that the Party must discus s* 
concretely, specific experiences and problems faced on 
the club level. He stated there is room for more 
self criticism and the Party must admit that the lack 
of educational and theoretical work on our part, is a 
reflection of a lack of confidence* HALL stated that the 
whole leadership should be jolted to stimulate them 
into thinking more basically on what is wrong. HALL 
stated that the comrades in the educational field have 
to:.be self critical starting with HY (LUMER). "I" think 
his report should reflect more self criticism which is 
true of all the comrades in the educational field. HALL 
recommended that they relieve HY of two of the three 
commissions, the youth commission and the Jewish commission, 
and that HY should spend more time on this question. HALL 
remarked that if the Party cannot get sustained educational 
activities in the clubs, they would not get anywhere. He 
stated that the Party should have new and imaginative 
things in order to keep the people interested, and that what 
was needed, was an educational department* HY LUMER spoke 
again and commented that his report suffered from the hasty 
preparation because the scope of the report was much more 
narrow than what was up here for discussion* LUMER stated 
that he did not attempt to develop a report covering the 
field of education in its broader aspects* LUMER also 
agreed that there was a need for an educational department. 

Meeting adjourned.

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•story about GENE*s attack, but h@ said- he did not want 
her to dwell too long ©m it and that she should make 
it' "short and mild" . He also said that he wanted 
FLYNN to discuss the defense question at the meeting, 
particularly the WINSTON ease.

At this point of the discussion, the tenor 
of the conversation shifted again into a discussion 
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of the health of EUGENE DENNIS and whether- or not 
DENNIS had good doctors caring for him. ELYNN advised 
th@ others that at one time Dr. (EDWAED) BARSKY was 
DENNIS' doctori however, • following one Of his serious 
attacks, DENNIS had shifted to other doctors and 
now the Party did not even know what DENNIS* actual 
condition really was. ELYNN stated that she wanted a 
proposal made that a Party committee- he formed to go 
and talk to DENNIS' doctors and find ®ut from them 
just what his condition is and the prognosis of his 
condition.

LIGHTFOOT , as Secretary of the National Negro Commission, will 
also be responsible for co-ordinating the work of the three . 
regions. DAVIS said that : he himself . is Chairman' of the National 
Negro Commission. 

He announced that there has been a general proposal 
for organization of a Negro Commission in each Party district. 
Members of this commission will then participate in Negro 
Commission meetings in the region and all of these activities 
will be directed by the National Negro Commission. He said 
th® National Commission would probably meet ^nly once or twice 
a year. Then DAVIS referred to a statement of the National 
Secretariat concerning the "sit ins" by Negro students in the South. 
This statement was reprinted, in ? , The Worker'V He said" it: was his 
general estimate that there is a national . Constitutional crisis 
at the present time in connection with Negro rights. 

He said it is also a basic question of morality - .-„- 
which is being dramatized by the student struggle in the South. 
The principal issue is that of Negro rights against Dixiecrat 
rule. 

DAVIS described this struggle as one having the main 
theoretical orientation of completing the bourgeois ..democratic 
revolution, which began with the Civil War. Either this 
revolution will be completed, or we will go backward. Either 
democracy will be extended for the Negro people or' we will go" 
backwards by having the Dixiecrats take over completely in the South. 



DAVIS said the student struggle is directly linked 
to the future of the entire country^ If it does ja&t go forwards, 
the entire country will go backwards. Further, it must he 
understood that the struggle of Negro students adds new life 
'fo tj^e entire .struggle of the American people. Recent times 
:&ave seen a lull in the "fight back" movements ©n the part of 
labor find the people in general around heeds and their 

rights. The student struggle is inspiring the entire country 
to fight for these needs and rights.

, -..i Next, DAVIS' said that the Dixieerats, of course, 
are opposed to this. The United States Government has adopted 
and pursued a "hands off" policy. He said the pious statements 
Of President EISENHOWER and. others who do not follow up by 
direct? action actually give the green light t© reaction to 
continue along the paths. they. are following because of the 
absence of direct opposition. 

This point, DAVIS said, is proved by the fact that 
local government agencies are using teargas, fire hoses, and 
open violence to suppress the student struggle. The dereliction 
of the federal government inflenf ©rcing civil rights in the 
South is also shown again by the bombing of the Jewish synagogue 
in a Southern city and the shooting at some of those present in 
the building, . . ... .. .

DAVIS stated that law and order are being permitted 
to collapse in the South without any federal intervention. 
At. the same time, the government saw fit to intervene in the 
QAR% CHESSMAN case in California and also in behalf of a 
youpg relative of GHIASGl KAI-SHEK when the latter was charged 
with reckless automobile speeding. 

DAVIS said the Dixiecrats are making a mockery of the 
United States Constitution while the United States government 
will not directly intervene. He said the Southern "sit ins" 
.type nullifying any good effects which the State Department 
.expected as a result of the tour of President EISENHOWER in 
Latin America. The President wasted his time in trying to prove 
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to the Latin American people that the United States has 
solved or is in the process of solving this problem • This 
entire question becomes a. shame on the United States, 
especially when it is joined with the- stalling and shilly- 
shallying on civil rights legislation in Congress 0 

DAVIS said the Di&iecrats E&'ot only cannot solve this 
crisis p th@y have no intention of solving it» This is true» 
even though their reactions kay deepen the crisis • Then DAVIS 
said that the central issue in the United 5 States at this stage 
is the Negro Question • This is reflected. in Congress , in the 
Souths in the labor movement p and everywhere else* The fight 
is underway to complete the bourgeois 'democratic £ev<$luf icm_* 
and to bring to life the <Soncept of equality under the Constitution • 
Although it 1 all began with lunch counters 9 it is now a social 
revoMtio.n:; with -the purpose of elevating the Negro from second- 
class citizenship to first-class citizenship* 

The Dixiecrats feel that , they must break this 
movement in order to maintain their position 0 The movement 
itself may ebb and flow and not always move forward 9 but it 
will continue o It all- began 'with five little students" going 
into a restaurant' but &ow &n entire people have entered it 0 

DAVIS then stated that this. is the first struggle 
which has spread so rapidly and h^s inspired other movements 
all over the country • There are involved in it some of the 
same people who took part in ti&e youth marches' to Washington 
in the past 0 They have gone to Washington time after time 
and got no response . So v they took matters" into their own . 
hands in developing this non-violent mass protest* 

DAVIS called the student struggle a classic example 
of creativity of the people 0 The slogan of the movement is 
non-violence o It is under the ideological leadership of Reverend 
MARTIN LUTHER KING. Even though the symbol is tfce Bible, the 
Dixiecrats have been yelling "Red" all over tl*e place 0 
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DAVIS said that- r those" who swear this movement is 
Communist inspired are only adding fuel to the fire and 
moving the students on. They are no longer intimidated by 
the charge of being Communist. White students are also 
participating in this struggle in a lot of areas. Although 
this participation is not as large as many would hope for, 
it does show potential. In every place where there has been 
a struggle by Negri© students, there have also been supporting 
contingents from the adjoining ^bite college. '.• Sometimes only 
handfuls of the white students -demonstrated their sympathy, 
sometimes more. However, there are . increasing numbers of 
white students doing this,. 

In both the North and the South, the picket lines 
are being carried out by both Negroes and whites. This 
represents the largest instance in history of Negro-white 
unity around any given issue in the direct struggle for civil 
rights. DAVIS said that the Negro student youth in the 
South represent the main driving force of the whole movement. 
There seems to be a complete absence of fear among them. 
They are even willing to go to jail for their convictions. 

These youth seem to be animated by the ideal of 
rekindling democracy as the hope of the United States and the 
hope of winning their own struggle. Sme people have asked 
why students are leading this movement. DAVIS said he believes 
it is because students are not yet susceptible to many economic 
reprisals, which may motivate their parents. In addition, young " 
people traditionally have looked for new, exciting and adventurous 
experiences. 

DAVIS said the whole student struggle is beginning 
to parallel the general student mor^ments of the past and all 
the colonial liberation struggles; which have taken place in 
Africa, Asia, and elsewhere. . r. Then DAVIS said that some 
attention should be given to the alternatives faced by those 
who are confronted with this activity by Negro students. First 
of all, the Dixiecrats want to drown the struggle in blood, 
through force and violence. This was tried in some places and 
did not break the spirit of the students. Secondly, the places 
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where students are congregating could be closed down,, This 
presents the possibility , however 9 of damaging and disrupting 
the whole economy of the South« Thirdly, those who have 
been actively opposed to the students cah^r back up and 
provide for integration o 

DAVIS said some victories have been von. In 
Nashville, Tennessee, a victory was won when at least one 
establishment was integrated. There were also a few in San 
Antonio. He also called attention to the statement of Florida 
' Governor COLLINS and the j differences Of opinion between the 
Mayor of New Orleans and the Louisiana Qpv&ffiffro -\ The Mayor 
indicated he was willing to make some concessions but the 
Governor talked about calling out the National Guard, if necessary. 
DAVIS said it is still a long road to travel. Victory must 
depend on the extent to which the entire American population 
joins the fight. This is .true particularly of white people 
and trade unionists. Another important factor/ will be the 
role placed by the labor movement.. ; 

DAVIS said there can be no doubt as to what the tasks 
of the Party must be. The Party must mobilize all out support 
for the student movement in the South. Funds must be raised 
and sent to the students, to the NAAQP or to ReyeScend^KING.,^ 
It is the Party's responsibility to help direct money into any 
available channel which will lead to the support of the Negro 
student movement. The Party must also give unqualified support 
to every action taken by the students. 

DAVIS, said that efforts should be made to bring 
pressure on Congress for. the shameful farce cohhect§d~ : With 
the struggle on civil rights legislation. He said that both 
parties are playing politics on the question of Negro rights. 
As a result, the bill is watered down so far now that it is 
almost drowned...' It prevents any intervention by arms of the 
federal government „ in defense of voting rights except when a 
long involved legal process has been followed. 
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' The Party mst work to generate demands for a 
law of substance m civil rights and insist that every 
Congressman stand and be counted in relation to such a law. 
He said the Dixieera'ts , in his opinion , will never comply 
with any federal law or regulation unless there is direct 
federal intervention available to back it up. The Party 
must also organise a campaign of defense' for Negro leadership. 
This' campaign must stop the attacks on ADAM CX&YTON,. POWELL, 
MARTIN LUTHER gJNG, HENRY WINSTON, DAISY BATES and 'SULAN 
JACK* He also mentioned the MOORE family who had fought for 
integration in Florida and were bombed out of their home, 

DAVIS said that POWELL and KING should be singled 
out for defense efforts because these men represent certain 
trends in the Negro movement. They have, in the recent. past, 
emerged as leaders ©f the movement . They are now under direct 
attack and should be defended with all forces available. 

From the point of view of the OP, the struggle 
to gain freedom for BENRY WINSTON should be emphasized. It 
can also' be pointed out in all these cases that the warning 
which the Party issued at the outset of the Smith Act 
prosecutions, is timely t@day. The Party said at that time"' 
that once this prosecutive action was tolerated and supported 
against one individual, or group, it. would leave the door ©pen 
for the prosecution of anyone or .everyone else. 

Then DAYIS spoke about the participation of the labor 
movement in the student struggles. He .said labor has a stafce 
in this. Its whole future in the' deep South depends on the 
outcome. Even GEORGE MEANY admits this when he says that' labor 
is hampered by Jim CroW in the South, but MEANY does not take 
any corrective action to improve the situation. Labor should 
a Iso be reminded that those 'who' passed the Landrum-Grif f in Bill 
are now vacillating on the- question of Negro rights. 
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DAVIS said the entire struggle to Achieve unsity between 
labor and the Negro people is impossible unless labor take& an 
active part in the current struggle in the South 0 It is the 
responsibility of Negroes from the norths particularly, to help 
draw Negro labor into this struggle. . Emphasis should be placed 
on financial aid for students and the theme should be stressed 
that a break through for independent Negro equality can be made. 

The student struggles will also have a great deal 
of influence on the 1960 elections 0 They will affect the 
platform of all candidates •. The current situation in the South 
has already almost removed Senator LYNDON JOHNSON as a Presidential 
candidate 0 

In addition , DAVIS said, Senator HUMPHREY is running 
scared ♦ His recent statements show 1 that he will begin to fight 
for a stronger civil rights platform • All of this helps lay the 
basis for a fight in the Presidential and Congressional elections * 
The fight will be to determine who will be the best candidate 
to support a strong civil rights?. plank • He also assent ioned that 
plans are moving forward for a *mar ch.ron the conventions of 
both major parties by the Negro people * Then DAVIS said the 
third party idea is still developing o Although there is no 
organized sentiment in favor of a third party at the present time, 
if this struggle develops and neither the Democrats or Republicans 
play a concrete role in it, the need for a third. party will b^ 
emphasized and dramatized to ti^e American people • 

DAVIS spoke about some of the indicators , or signposts 
which show that the student struggle can be won J He said he 
believes, but cannot be positive, that the majority of the white 
people in the South are not actively supporting the Dixieerat 
position o Because of certain traditions, historical conditions 
and other considerations, they are either passive or. are associated 
with the small corps, which is actively opposed to integration <> 
Further £ while thefre are picket lines all over the country in 
sympathy and support for the Negro students, there are none 
demonstrating support for the segregationists •

DAVIS stated that the principal weapon which is 
being used by the Negro people is mass action 0 They are 
seeking a Constitutional path to a solution <> They are 
demanding intervention by the federal governatent even though 
it! may not be called for as a direct part of their slogan* 
They are convinced that the "hands off*' policy of the government 
lends support to theDixiecrat position 0 Tftey are also convinced 
that Jim ^row mu$t go and' that the government must support their 
efforts and J$%ap .helping. the Dixiecrats £y non-intervention policies* 
DAVIS then spoke about some of the theoretical problems which 
are presented by the current struggles in the South* He quoted 
from LENIN to the effect that no party or individual can foresee 
all the forces at a given moment, which will be in the vanguard 
of tfye historical change . DAVIS said that, in his opinion* 
their may be a time when the working class is not in the vanguard 
of the struggle for Socialism* He believes that today the Negro 
people are^ in the vanguard* Tomorrow it may be the labor 
movement* but today it is the Negro people* 

Therefore* the Party mu$t seize this new feature 
and give all out support to the struggle for Negro rights and, 
particularly, to the Negro student struggle . 

DAVIS said it is the duty of the Party to mdbilizl^ ^ 
and to become a part of the Negro struggle all dver the country* 
It is the central domestic issue of our time and the Party has 
been too inactive in it. Even though the Part^ is in a weakened 
position, it has not reached its capacity in Negro work. There 
should be a fight to get every Party member involved in this 
struggle in one form or another • The role Which the Party may 
be able to play, even though it is small and in a weakened cohditipn, 
should not be underestimated • This is particularly true of the 
Party press* 
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DAVIS said that the Party has been tailing for years 
on the Negro question and there is a need to speed up the "- 
tempo of Party work. There is no need for the Party to be 
dogmatic in form and approaches but a fight must begin for 
a correct line and a correct policy and Party members must be 
armed with this policy and begin to work. He said the peaceful 
transition tor Sc«ial4s«i ; «ls«B>::#epends on, the struggles ?©r expansion 

of:. <te^racy KepM^fifeple* • 

However, DAVIS said, final victory cannot be achieved 
until the working class become the leaders of our country. 
We must constantly revise and 1 examine our line on this. (From 
discussions held by those who were present on Friday it #as 
learned that GUS HALL had made a point in his remarks that in 
trying to re-establish the Party and in trying to get back into 
mass work, the Party must beware of sectarianism. One of the 
expressions of sectarianism is that the Party substitutes itself 
for the masses, that is, if the Party thinks in a certain way, ?t . 
it will say that this is the #ay it is without any consultation ~ 
and without : paying any .attention to the trends oh the American 
scene. The Party talks to itself so long that it feels that all 
you have to do is issue' a leaflet and the masses will flock 
behind the Party. This has been a problem within the Party 
for many years and HALL argued against this attitude in his 
Friday speech.) 

DAVIS said that, in trying to revise and understand 
the line of the Party on the Negro Question, the slogan cannot 
be accepted abstractly that the Party must not substitute itseTf 
for the masses* If you do, this can lead the Party to isolation. 

Explaining this, DAVIS said if the Party had 6 been falling 
the shots for the "sit ins% would the PArty have gdtten^bur or five 
students together and instructed them/ to start" this kind of" 
demonstration? He said, in his opinion* the Party Would not 
have done this because it would have been an example of 
substituting the Party for the masses. Yet," this is exactly 
.what happened. Five students started this demonstration and it 
mushroomed. 
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Therefore, DAVIS said, the problem becomes how to 
pick the right time, the right place » and the right conditions 
and how fi» Analyze these situations so' that the Party can start 
something that will mushroom, as the student Struggle did. 
This shows that the concept that the Party should hot substitute 
itself for the masses cannot always be taken at face value. 
Sometimes it is not so easily determined unless the Party is 
aware whether the masses are ready for a particular issue, 
DAVIS said again that he feels that the Party would neverthave*. 
started th e st udent " s it i ns" in the manner in which they were ' 
started because of a fear that the Party would have been isolated 
by such an activity. 

DAVIS* then" made the following proposals? 

a 0 That the Secretariat review the <i$rk and status 
of the Party in the South and place this question on the- agenda 
for the first National" Executive Committee. (NEC) so that' the 
Party might become a factor in what is happening in the south*

f o That the Party examine and consider working in 
a newly formed womens* organization. Mrs 0 ELEANOR ROOSEVELT ' 
flayed a prominent role in the formation of this organization* 
according to DAVIS 0 .. • 

.go That fche Party begin preparation for the NAAGP 
National Convention' at once 0 To this end, discussions should 
be held in each Party District, 
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ho That t£e Party recognize the importance of 
the Founding Convention of the Randolph movements The 
anti-Communist clause should not become an issue at the 
Convention and the Party should not let it become an issue * 
The Party should not let this question split the Party 
forces away from the Randolph Group at the Pounding Convention* 

DAVIS said the, program, ofL the Randolph movement 
is sound and the Party can support it 0 It is Opposed to Jim 
Grbw within the labor movement 0 It will strengthens the 
Negro-labor alliance* It is also ant^«Jim Crow in general* 
not only in the labor movement* 

The Randolph movement offers hope for improving 
the influence; of Negro wprkers in the labor movement 0 Further^ 
it concerns itself with economic issues which' affect the 
Negro people and would be* in the long run* anti-raonopoly* 
It offers the possibility that the entire labor movement 
will be_gin to play a role in the s truggle for Negro rights* 

DAVIS said the Party has. an obligation to 
strengthen . and build this movement!* He; said all Party 
members should give it unconditional support;

Remarks of CLARENCE HATHAWAY 



HATHAWAY praised the DAVIS report* He said we 
must b,e a crusading Pfsrby*, He agreed that the students are 
playing a vanguard , role in the south and said this should 
be used to help stimulate union activity* He said he 
believed the main problem is to win white trade unionists 
to the fight on the Negro student struggle* 

With regard to the question of the Party entering 
condidates in the Presidential race* HATHAWAY said he is not 
opposed to the 'idea but it cannot be done in 1960 o It is 
largely a question of getting on the ballot o In many Districts* 
if the Party does not get on the ballot* how would it affect 
the Party? 
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HA-THAWll" also said that to put up a ticket now 
would play directly into the hands of certain dissident 
elements within the Party itself 0 He asked how the Party 
can, be mobilized, now to go out and get On the ballot » He 
said he would rather see a continued fight for emphasis on

JACKSON said the Negro student movement hps 
generated support all across the country* He said that the 
Negroes with whom he spoke have reached a decision that the 
real odds in this struggle are even,, That is, there is 
really no more than a 1-to-l ratio'- of those working for 
integration against those opposed to it. Therefore* these 
Negroes are self-confident and believe that they can win* 

JACKSON said the Party should attempt to get 
some of its' forces personally involved in this struggle 0 
Right now, there is not one person among the students 
active In the struggle who has, any type of close association 
with the Party* 



Remarks of MIMI PRIEDLANDER 

FRIEDLANDER gave an account of an election campaign ■ 
In one pf the Congressional Districts in the Bronx. She said 
the Party will support a Negro woman and a Puerto Rican 
candidate* This campaign represents the first time that 
there has been unified political action by Negroes and Puerto 
Ricans. She made it clear that although the Party will 
support these candidates, the Party did V not have anything., 
to do with originating or sponsoring their candidacy* '

RUBIN said it is his estimate that close to 
200, '000 youth are .involved in the w sit-ins w „ Although the 
"If sues • at first were confined to lunch " counters , they 
now involve the whole Jim Crow system*, 

RUBIN told about a picket line which was held 
at the White House by Howard University students „ Also, 
an appeal from, some Negro students was published in the 
"Atlanta Constitution 18 and received a great deal of 
response o

RUBIN said he met with some of the HOWARD students.,, 
He received the impression that the entire life outlook of 
the?e students had changed* They are now convinced that 
their education and everything else can only be used for the 
purpose of fighting for full integration*, «, He asked them 
for an explanation of this attitude „ They replied that 
after the 19$k Supreme Court' decision they expected great 
things to happen; They sat back and waited* However, 
nothing happened,, Therefore, RUBIN said, the students 
finally decided that they had to take things in their own 
hands 0 

Next, RUBIN said there are substantial, although 
not large*, numbers of southern white participants in the 
student demonstrations o There is at least some activity ' 
on white campuses „ At a Baptist college in North Carolina, 
approximately £00 white students staged a' demonstration .in 
behalf^ of the Negro students „ in .Atlanta, some white students 
are circulating petitions in support of the Negro students „ 
Also, three white students recently visited the Party offices 
in New York to Inquire about the Party position on this 
question* 
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©ien RUBIN spoke about student activity in the 
northo He said the National Student Association (NSA) is 
leading the struggle among northern students 0 He estimated 
that over 100 northern colleges have become involved in the 
struggle in one form or another under the leadership of the 
NSA« RUBIN also reported concerning a mass rally held in 
Detroit^ Michigan* and a few other activities which have 
been widely publicised in newspaper accounts 0 

RUBIN stated that the question before the Party 
is how the Party c&h play a role in trying to unify the 
various groupings who are active in connection with the 
student struggles « He said there are already stirrings and 
rumors about a conference which would unify these groupings 
and set up a Coordinating Committee of students involved in 
the s teuggle 0 

RUBIN also suggested that there could be expression 
by the youth regarding this question at the Pounding Convention 
of the Randolph movement 0 There Should also be more efforts 
to draw students into participation in political action in 
both the north and the southo 

He said that an ideological question is presented 
by the fact that there was no initiative shown among white 
students until they became convinced by the action of * the • 
Negro students o Then the white students began to enter 
into some of the activity &nd demonstrations ia support and 
sympathy for the Negro students 6 RUBIN stated that this 
attitude ought to be evaluated by the Party* 

RUBIN concluded by saying that a poll conducted 
in North Carolina demonstrates that many white people would 
not raise any objections whatsoever if Negroes were allowed 
to eat with them In an integrated status 0

LUMER said the national struggle for Negro rights 
cannot be decided unless there is a figiht for unity of 
Negroes &nd whites in the student struggle 0 There can be no- 
victory withput this ui}ity<> He also mentioned 'that a 
committee for the defense of MARTIN LUTHER KING- has been 
formed in New Ybrk City 0 

LUMER then spoke about current economic conditions 
in the United States 0 He said that^ in his opinion* there 
will be no boom in 1960 o This prediction is based on a 
leveling off knd decline in stocks and housing starts and 
on unemployment figures of about I| million 0 He said that 
although only of the working force is uMiemployed^ * around 
12$ of the employable Negroes are out of worko Also P there 
are still certain depressed areas in the country* especially 
around Detroit ^ Pittsburgh and Buffalo « 

If* the decline continue s 9 LUMER said, unemployment 
will be higher than it has been at 'any time since World War II<> 
He predicted that the economy w'ould continue to go downward 
but he said he was making no prediction at this time of a 
crisis in the American economy 0 

Concerning the I960 elections p LUMER said the 
economic issue cannot be written off or put aside as solved* 
It will become a major question in election campaigns* 
especially in depressed areas <> 

NATIONAL EXECUTIVE, COMMITTEE PROPOSALS 



At this point there was a break in the discussion 
in order to hear the proposals for the new National Executive 
Committee of the Party 0 GUS HALL, gave a short talk about 
tl^e problems connected with * strengthening the work of the 
Secretarial He said the Secretariat started out with a 
large list of names 0 These were people who should be a part 
of the NECo The list was finally reduced to 17 names only 
with great diff iculty 0 
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HALL said it was being proposed that the new NEC 
meet every six weeks or two months 0 However g the resident 
members in Hew York City could, meet on. the average of every 
two weekso He expressed the hope that the NEC would be both 
a political body and a functional body 0 

HALL said that those making the selections had a 
great deal of trouble picking such a small -number from the 
.qualified individuals considered* However^- the following 
slate represents the best selections which could be mades

Immediately after HALL read this list* the argument 
startedo ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN spoke firsto She said she 
"had already informed the leadership that she was 70 years 
old and that she did not want to be the only woman serving 
on the NEC She said it was a shame that more than one woman 
had not been named to serve 0 Further s she had already told 
the Secretariat that she could ,not carry a Party assignment 
any more in the sense of being an organizer 0 She called 
the whole idea disgraceful 0 

HELEN WINTER was the next speaker* She said she 
wanted to remind the leadership that there was supposed to . 
be a regional organizational structure established by the 
convention;, There were to' be regions operating in the Midwest, 
West Coast, and Eastern Sea Board* She asked why so little 
had been dofee about this and why only the Midwestern region 
had been organized so far* She called for an evaluation of 
the work of the Secretariat since the l?th Convention*, 

WINTER also said that she wanted to be associated 
with the remarks of FLYNN on the' need for more women in the 
Party leadership 0 In conclusions she proposed that the whole 
matter of electing a new NEC be tabled for the time being 
and taken up at a later date 0 
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PAUL ROBESON* JR„ said that ho believed a smaller NEC .should 
be established. Such a committee would be more functional. 
It should be made up of the officers, the regional chairmen, 
and, perhaps, a representative of the youth, 

t . HOMER BATES CHASE agreed with the comments of 

■.ROBESON. He said there should be more women, in the leader- 
ship and that an evaluation of leadership was necessary. 
He pointed out that there had been no exercise of criticism 
and self-criticism in connection with these proposals. 
CRASE also suggested that the leaders of various Commissions 
and Committees, who had been assigned to these positions, 
should be required to stand for election, 

FRED BIAIR made a few remarks in favor of the 
proposals outlined by BALL* . He also said that no purpose 
was served by continuing this type of argument, 

MIKE CRENOVICH was "critical of the procedures 
followed in selecting the EEC candidates. He "said he was 
opposed to this type of practice and that a great deal 
more time and consideration should be given to the proposals, 

JIM TOEMEY spoke in support of the HALL proposals. 
He said all of those selected are well' known to the members 
of the National Committee, Therefore, they can bef 
evaluated without discussion, 'Some have already been 
evaluated in the deliberation of the Committee which prepared 
the slate, 

BETTY. GANNETT expressed her general agreement with 
the proposals o However, she said she wanted to ask what 
happened to DOROTHY HEALEY and why was she not included? 
She said that HEALEY represents the second largest District 
in the.JParty. This is a District which has done some of the, 
best" mass work for the Party, 1 

She asked why HEALEY* s name was not even proposed. 
She said she feels certain that there are some ideological 
questions involvedd Perhaps some people do not like the 
position taken by HEALEY before the 17th National Convention 
and are trying to penalize her, 
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DOROTHY" HEfiEST -spoke about the need to improve the 
method, of work of the Secretariate She said the labor must 
be divided and more people must become involved in active 
leadership,, There must also be a fight for collectivity 
among the leadership , 

CARL WINTER stated flatly that he wanted no part 
of these" proposals,, He said he does not have to be a part 
of* such & leadership; ,, Be said he was unable to think 
1 of himself as .part of a leadership body which is reaT$y two 
bodies ~ the resident NEC and the whole' NEC 

WINTER said he was having trouble imagining 
himself running into New York City to engage in discussions 
and rubber stamp decisions on questions which had already 
been settled by the resident NEC 0 

ANTHONY" KRCHMAREK spoke and offered to withdraw 
from the slate of NEC candidates in favor of DOROTHY HEALEY. 

GO'S HALL agreed that additional consideration 
should be given to the proposals , By this time he was . 
having a hard time containing his anger. He said perhaps 
a resident NEC is not needed and it may be necessary to work 
through an enlarged Secretariat and the NEC itself. 

However j, HALL said s some of the comments and 
criticisms, are unrealistic For example., someone suggested 
a youth representative , There are only two in the leadership , 
One . is' DANNY from Chicago and the other is ©ANN! ROBIN, Both 
are brand new and lacking experience in Party leadership. He 
asked why these young comrades should be pushed into positions 
which would not be good for them and would not be good for 
the NEC, 

HALL then addressed a fw remarks to WINTER and 
KRGHMAREKe He asked how these comrades could abdicate their 
leadership responsibility,. The Midwest is the heartland of 
Party industrial concentration, WINTER 9 as head of the 
region^ will have his- hand on the pulse of the Party., It 
will not mean anything to have sn NEC in the Party if this 
body does not reflect the temper of the Party, 
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HALL suggested, and it was agreed, that there be 
an intermission while a sub- committee went over the proposals 
for NEC members o The meeting was scheduled to reconvene 
in one hour. 



INTERMISSION COMMENTS 



In a discussion held during the intermission, 
PAUL ROBESON, JR. stated that he was giving up his association 
with certain view points. He said he would not become 
involved in inner-Party struggle any more. He said he had 
joined the NAACP in Harlem, and was going to try to get 
back into mass activities, 

APPROVAL OF NEC 



HALL and the sub-committee came back into the 
meeting. He said they had met for an hour and wanted' to 
propose that DOROTHY HEALEI be added to the 17 names already 
listed* He denied that there were political reasons for the 
original failure to name her on the slate. He said the 
primary consideration *was financial and the added expense of 
travel for West Coast comrades, 

PAUL ROBESON, JR. and' BEN DAVIS both spoke 
briefly and indicated their dissatisfaction with the new 
proposal. ROBESON said he still believed that the NEC should 
be a smaller, more select body and therefore, a more functional 
body* 

DAVIS said he intended to vote for the proposal 
with reservations. This will help drain the tarty financially. 
It also establishes a bad precedent when every little thing 
which is done by the Secretariat is subject to challenge and 
question by the NC. DAVIS said he would support and vote 
for the NEC slate but is still convinced that it should not 
have been enlarged. 

The National Committee iatien elected^the 17 
individuals, plus DOROTHY HEALEY, to the new NEC. Those who 
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voted against the slate were PAUL ROBESON Jr., MILDRED MC ADORY, 
HOMER CHASE, and possibly BURT NELSON. Abstaining were HELEN 
WINTER and two others. 

HELEN WINTER explained her abstention. She said she 
still had received no answer to her question on the organization 
of regions in the Party. Also, she got no response to her 
request for an evaluation of the work of the Secretariat. 

SESSIONS ON SUNDAY, 
MARCH 27, 1960 



AL RICHMOND is responsible for the suggestion that 
the Sunday meeting should begin at 8:00 a.m. . He pointed out that 
this is the time when the workers start on their jobs, RICHMOND 
himself did not arrive until 8:15 a;m. 

The first point on the agenda was the report by 
PHIL BART on Party organization. After the report, many of those 
present agreed that it was a very poor report . TOMMT DENNIS and 
SAM DAVIS criticized the report openly* It was the type of 
report which could have been given in 1948 and it showed that not 
much work had been done in preparing it. SAM DAVIS served as 
Chairman of the Sunday Session. 

Report on Party Organization 
by PHIL BART ____ 



BART spoke about strengthening the ties between the 
Party and the working class. He said the current period is a 
time of great social change and that the Negro struggle is 
assuming even greater importance. Also, the peace movement is 
growing. 

BART said the 17th Convention told us that we have to 
fight to rebuild the Party. The main issues are peace, labor, 
and Negro rights. He said revisionism was damaging to the Party 
and whole Clubs and Sections were literally destroyed. This condition 
was especially acute in the Western Pennsylvania District. 
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BART then proposed that the campaign to rebuild the 
Party be started from the Club on up. He listed the following 
points. for attention in the Party building program: 

a. Regular Club meetings 

b. Leadership training 

c. Uniformity of dues collections 

on a national scale 

d. Uniformity of registration and 

a new registration program 

e. A system of control and check-up 

f . Emphasis on the lower Party 

organizations 

BART then said that he had received a few questionnaires 
from the Districts from among those sent out by the National 
Office* He said he had not had the opportunity to evaluate these 
questionnaires as yet* He also received a few from the Illinois 
District after he arrived in Chicago. He had looked ove* some 
of these and found they represented eleven Clubs with a combined 
membership of 110. Nine of these Clubs are meeting on a iregultr 
basis. The other two meet only periodically or spasmodically. 
BART mentioned that he had not been able to develop much information 
concerning the activities of Shop Clubs. 

In an aside, MICKEY LIMA remarked that $Qme California 
Clubs had refused to respond to the questionnaire because they 
considered it too revealing, from a security standpoint. 

Next, BART said the National Convention had decided 
that 30 Clubs throughout the country should be seleqted for 
concentration by the National Committee (NC) . NC members will 
be assigned to work with these Clubs. He said this has not been 
done and must be done soon, Each NC member shpuid be assigned 
to a Club and should periodically report on the activities of 
the Club to the NC. 
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Speaking about Party defense, BART said that there are . 
attacks on labor and the Negro people in addition to the attacks 
on the Party . The_dif f erence is that labor and the Negro people 
have mass organizations which serve as bases for organizing a 
defense against these attacks . The Party, however, is isolated 
and must organize its own defense . 

BART said there is a need to continue to strengthen 
mass work so that Party members may get back into the main stream 
of American life. Again, in this connection, the emphasis should 
be on how to move the individual Clubs into action. To do this, 
the Party must become identified with every struggle of the 
workers. Party forces must be rebuilt in the slum areas. 
Party youth should be sent to work in certain depressed or 
devastated areas during the summer months. They should be 
encouraged to spend their summer vacations selling "The Worker" 
in these areas and performing other general organizational work. 

BART said the circulation of the press and, particularly, 
the distribution of literature, was severely damaged by revisionism. 
(ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG had been invited to attend the meeting for 
a special report on Party literature. However, he never gave 
this report). 

BART then spoke about the recruiting goals which the 
Party had adopted. He said for the first three months of 1960, 
the achievements in the recruiting drive were very disappointing. 
There was a goal to recruit ten per cent of the Party membership 
by May Day. At this rate, he said, the Party would never make 
this target date. He said the Districts are just not fighting 
to get this drive under way. Recruitments reported to the National 
Office are only coming in by ones or twos. He said this lag in 
the recruiting campaign cannot continue and the Party must 
mobilize to put some life in the campaign. 

Report on "The Worker" 
by LOUIS WEINSTOCK 



WEINSTOCK opened his remarks by saying that he had not 
sought the job as Business Manager of "The Worker". However, 
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since he has the job, the entire NC will be expected to. support 
the paper. 

He said he did not intend to be a fund raiser. In the 
past, the Manager has spent most of his time running around 
trying to raise enough money to meet the weekly expense in 
publishing the paper which is $3,000. If this amount is not 
available, it has to be borrowed or the paper will not come out. 
WEINSTOCK said that 1959 circulation figures showed a drop of 
15 per cent for bundle orders. Subscriptions dropped by 488 
in the same period and of these, New York lost 265 subs. 

WEINSTOCK said this circulation has been lost by 
default. That is, there have been insufficient efforts to get 
renewals. He said there seems to be a defeatist attitude toward 
the sub drive. The quotas for each District will have to be 
raised since they are very low at the present time. A review of 
these quotas shows that they are lower than the subscriptions 
which are presently in force. This means the paper is not even 
holding its own. For example, the New York District quota is 
1,000 and this District has 1,400 subs in force at the present 
time. Projecting this, New York would not get renewals to meet 
their quota which would be equal to the subs they now have. 

WEINSTOCK said consideration is being given to 
suggestions to improve the paper. This would mean some revision 
in the content and format in an effort to bring it closer to the 
readers. Some help might be received from readers conferences, 
discussion groups, etc. 

WEINSTOCK said there is also a need to legalize the 
paper and get it out of hiding. It should be prominently 
displayed and should be circulated and sold in connection with 
the mass struggle. 

Another point which requires immediate and constant 
attention is the necessity of stabilizing the income of the paper. 
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Party members must help obtain advertising from those individuals 
who are supposed to be friends of the Party . Some of them have t 
refused in the past and delegations should be organized to visit 
them. Also, there is an immediate problem regarding the M^y Day 
issue. Very few paid greetings are being sent in to the National 
Office o Each District should see that all of the nationality 
groups are visited and solicited for May Day greetings in the 
paper . 

WEINSTOCK said that the Party, in dealing with 
the circulation problems of "The Worker" could learn a lot of 
lessons from some of the nationality groups which publish theiy 
own foreign language newspapers. He said that he and JACK 
STACHEL had been meeting with some of the nationality group 
editors in Chicago. 

Continuing, WEINSTOCK said that there would be no 
special bundles of the paper, such as the May Day issue, sent 
out to the Districts unless they were paid for in advance. He 
said that he believed that the Illinois District and other 
Midwestern Districts should take steps which would help them 
assume the financial burden for one issue of the paper each month. 
Since there will be a Midwest edition, consisting of four pages 
each week, in a month's time the Midwest will have used 16 pages 
of space which is equal to the size of one issue. This expense 
should not be borne by the national budget and the Midwest should 
try to raise $3,000 monthly for this purpose. 

WEINSTOCK then spoke about the possibility of reviving 
the "Daily Worker 11 . He said he did not know when the paper 
could be published again. However, he proposed that steps be 
taken to establish a fund for this purpose by selling shares 
in an effort to raise at least $150,000. 

R emarks of EMANUEL BLUM 

BLUM's talk emphasized the point that the main enemy 
of the working class is still monopoly capital. However, the 
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present leadership of the trade unions in this country are also 
an obstacle,. He said he believes that an important problem 
in the Party leadership and in the Party line is a failure to 
reflect what the workers in the shop are thinking and talking 
about . 

R emarks of GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT spoke about the fight for equality being 
conducted by the Southern Negro students • She said in her 
opinion, there are possibilities for work by the Party in the 
Negro community which are better than ever. She said the 
question of working in the Negro community has to be discussed 
further, especially with regard to the timidity of some comrades 
and the failure of some outstanding Negro Communists to play 
a role in the Negro community . She also spoke about the need 
for white participation in the struggle for Negro rights. 

LIGHTFOOT said she also wanted to stress the importance 
of the Women's Conference which is being held in Ghana in 
mid-July, 1960. The Party should offer support to any effort 
for organizing delegations to this Conference. 

R emarks of "HERB" from Pittsburgh 

"HERB" reported that the Party organization in Pittsburgh 
is in very bad condition. At the present time, he is working 
with a few others to try and pull something together. Since 
they do not have a stable organization, their main effort is 
in trying to re-group the forces which have become scattered. 

R emarks of DANNY QUEEN 

QUEEN spoke about the activities of the Youth Committee 
of the NAACP in Chicago. This committee is beginning to move 
out and become involved in more and more activity. The adult 
NAACP group has sanctioned youth activities . This committee 
was responsible for staging a picket line in Chicago on Saturday, 
March 26, 1960, in connection with the Southern students struggle. 
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QUEEN also said that discussions should be held in 
order to define some of the problems in building Party youth 
Clubs. He also mentioned that there has been a proposal for 
a broad Chicago Youth Conference which will conduct a march 
on the Republican Convention during its sessions in Chicago. 

R emarks of BEN D OBBS 

DOBBS said he wanted to propose that attention be 
given to the question of the vanguard role of the Party. That 
is, what is the Party's vanguard becoming? Once the Party 
establishes a clear line on this question, the organizational 
problems will be much easier to deal with. 

DOBBS said there should be a distinction between 
the fight for the immediate needs of the American people and 
the overall long range struggle for Socialism. He said the 
failure to come to grips with the question of the Party's 
vanguard role leads the Party to many organizational and 
political weaknesses. 

Remarks of TOMMY DENNI S 

DENNIS spoke about the ahti-Communist clause which 
has been proposed for the Constitution of the new RANDOLPH 
movement. He said there must be a strong fight against this 
clause and it cannot be ignored. To ignore it would be suicide 
so far as the Party is concerned and would also help to split 
the RANDOLPH organization. The latter organization would be 
damaged if this clause were permitted to keep the organization 
off balance by causing the members to continue to look in 
every nook and corner to find out whether Reds are there. 

DENNIS said a similar clause had been proposed in 
the Detroit Council. However, a good fight was organized against 
it and it was removed. This fight was led by anti-Communists. 

DENNIS said that he thought BART v s report on Party 
organization was bad. He said the report just does not help 
the situation insofar as Party organization is concerned. 
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DBiNIS proposed that something special be offered to 
those who obtain a large number of subscriptions to "The Worker". 
He suggested that a trip to Cuba might be given to the comrade 
or comrades who get 100 subs. 

Remarks of IRVING POTASH 
on the WINSTON Case 



POTASH said the Party must see to it that the pressure 
is continued on the Government in the appeal for medical parole 
or amnesty for HENRY WINSTON. 

R emarks of MIKE CRENOVICH 

CRENOVICH said that he was still disturbed about the 
manner in which the new NEC had been elected. He was also not 
satisfied with the composition of the NEC and said that he 
believed the majority of the New York membership would share 
his feelings on this subject. 

FLO HALL gave a report on what has been happening 
lately in Chicago and the Illinois District. MORRIS CHILDS 
made a few comments on the topic of peace. 

R emarks of WILLIAM ALBERTSON 

ALBERTSON said he wanted to reply to the comments 
of CRENOVICH about the NEC. He said he did not know whether 
he or CRENOVICH was closer to the thinking of the New York 
membership but that he did not believe that the comrades in New 
York would be too disturbed about the election and composition 
of the new NEC. He also pointed out that the members of the NC, 
once a decision is reached, must carry it back to the Party 
membership in a positive way. Therefore, it is necessary for 
the NC members to return to their Districts and to rally support 
for the leadership among the membership. 

ALBERTSON said he agreed with the comments of TOMMY 
DENNIS concerning the BART report on Party organization. He said 
that Party cadre is one of the major problems of organization and 
the Party needs a cadre training program. 



Speaking as the Organizational Secretary of the 
New York District, ALBERTSON said he believed that the New York 
quota in the subscription drive should be increased to 1,500. 
He also issued a challenge to the Illinois District for a 
contest between New York and Illinois in this drive. 

Remarks of HYMAN LUMER 

LUMER spoke about the educational program of the Party, 
He said that a summary of the recent Soviet textbook on Marxism- 
Leninism will be available for discussion and will be printed 
and issued by the National Office. There are plans to print 
this summary in "Political Af fairs' 1 . He said that the complete 
text of the Soviet book is not available at the present time. 

LUMER also announced that mass pamphlets on topical 
subjects will be issued by the Party. The Party will also 
begin again to print "Party Affairs" as a discussion bulletin 
published by the NC. 

At this point, it was agreed that time would not 
permit any additional speakers since ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was 
to give a report on defense matters and GUS HALL would then 
summarize the entire meeting. 

Report of ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
on Party Defense 



FLYNN reviewed the cases which the Party defense 
organizations are still facing. She said there were TAFTtHARTLBY 
cases, Smith Act membership cases, the ROBERT THOMPSON case, 
and the HENRY WINSTON case. She said it could be seen that 
the question of Party defense should still be of very important 
concern for Party members. 

FLYNN then proposed that a Defense Commission be 
established by the Party. One person in the National Office 
would be in charge of this Commission and would work on defense 
matters on a continuing basis. Also, each Party District should 
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have a Defense Commission or Committee . These Party defense 
organizations should then begin to organize and open up a 
campaign of education which would draw public attention to 
cases in which the Party is interested,, 

Summary by GUS HALL 
— — * — i - " - - " ■ - — — 

HALL said that he favored the idea of TOMMY DENNIS 
that a trip to Cuba should be offered to the person or persons 
who obtained a large number of subscriptions to the paper. He 
also agreed that there should be a Defense Commission for the 
Party in New York City and he proposed that a National Conference 
on Party defense be held within the next few months . 

HALL said that, all in all, this had been a good 
meeting o It indicates that the Party and the NC have grown 
and matured. This is shown by the discussions and by the 
approach to working with the various problems . Also, the 
morale is growing in the Party and there is a better atmosphere 
of production and exchange . 

However, the discussions also showed that there is 
a necessity for more work in the mass movements, particularly 
the Negro, labor and student movements. The Party is beginning 
to break with its past isolation and is beginning to gain some 
self-confidence . 

HALL said that he wanted to call attention to some 
particular problems which are deserving of further study and 
consideration . One of these deals with the question of 
independent political candidates . He said he would not try 
to answer this question specifically but he wanted to raise 
several additional questions which , he believed, go to the * 
very heart of the matter of Party political activity. 

HALL asked why hasn't the Party been running more 
candidates in the last few years? Why has the Party not 
supported or initiated campaigns for any other "left" candidates, 
not merely Party candidates? Why doesn't the Party attempt to 
play a larger role in primary elections?

He said the laws which restrict the Party f s election 
activities may be part of the answer . But these laws have 
been on the books for years o Why hasn't the Party fought 
against these laws and tried to develop broad campaigns against 
them? He said this demonstrates, in his opinion, an overall y 
weakness in the Party's approach to this question. It also 
damages the Party in the eyes of the public since the Party 
has not actively worked as a political party in the American 
body politico All of this has helped to force the Party into 
isolation c 

Further, HALL said the laws on the books and the 
absence of any effort to fight against them has influenced the 
Party policy on the question of election candidates and participation. 
After a while, this policy became set and 1 the Party took no action 
in election campaigns. Therefore, there is an element of self- 
isolation represented by the failure of the Party to participate 
actively and directly in elections . 

Concerning the question of attempting to place a 
candidate in the Presidential race, HALL said it is not enough 
to only say it cannot be done. There must be some alternative. 

Since some of the speakers pointed out that we must 
be a crusading Party, the comrades must ask themselves, why 
have we not been such a Party? Everyone knows that we are 
supposed to be a crusading Party e 

HALL said it must be asked why the Party is not 
stronger among the working class and stronger in the poorer 
sections of the population 0 

While answering all these questions, it must be 
borne in mind that each of them is related to some degree to 
the fact that the Party has not been functioning as a political 
party. HALL said that he did not want this question discussed 
in a manner which would serve to be divisive and which would 
damage the Party . Therefore, he said he was not asking for 
answers to these questions at this time but only meant to point 
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out that these are some of the questions which need to be 
answered o They are pertinent to the whole operation of the 
Party and they may furnish answers to some of the problems in 
relation to the mass movement • 

HALL said the question had been asked as to whether 
the Party should brand either the Democratic or Republican 
Party as a war party. He said this would serve no purpose 
and the major parties , particularly the Democratic party, still 
have a mass base among workers and the Negro people* He said, 
with regard to the religion issue in the 1960 Presidential 
contest, that the Party should publicly denounce any bigoted 
approach to the campaign of Senator JOHN KENNEDY* 

Concerning the question of the anti-Communist 
clause and the RANDOLPH movement, HALL said there should be 
a fight to eliminate this clause or any similar clause . He 
said the leaders of the Trotskyites were responsible for 
introducing it and that there is no broad support for the 
clause among others in the RANDOLPH movement* 

HALL then spoke about the NC and the Party cadre. 
He said there has been a demand for an evaluation of the 
national leadershipo Ways have to be found, starting at the 
top, to conduct such an evaluation . There is a need for 
some political renewal of cadre. 

HALL said the Party leadership seems to be infected 
with petit bourgeois traits and methods of work. There does 
not seem to be any self-criticism and there is a lack of 
self-sacrifice among the leading cadre of the Party. He said 
he was talking about the NC and NEC. 

When it comes to the question of making a sacrifice 
for the Party such as moving from one city to another, the 
comrades have raised all kinds of questions and problems. 
The comrades in leadership also seem to become set in their 
ways and do not want to change . They have adopted certain 
fixed methods of work and certain other attitudes. 
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Further, HALL said, there is still a lack of 
frankness among certain of the national leaders • They are not 
candid with each other . He said Party leaders also seem to be 
afflicted with a certain snobbishness and lack of modesty. 
There is too much subjectivity among the Party's national 
leaders , 

HALL then said that he intended to re-write the 
last section of the report which he delivered on Friday, He 
said there were portions which were not clear and subject to 
misunderstanding. Therefore, this report would not be available 
in mimeographed form before the meeting ended. 

Concluding, HALL said fye agreed that it is very 
important to get the reports back to the Party membership concerning, 
this NC meeting o He said evjery NC member should be concerned 
with methods which would serve to get the leadership decisions 
to Club members. He said he also wanted to emphasize that 
this should be done during the month of April and should not 
be prolonged until July, HALL said that it was essential that 
every Party member be aware that the NC has met and be aware 
of what the decisions and discussions were at the meeting. 
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COMMENT AND OPINION 



When BEN DAVIS states, as he did in his report, 
that there may be a time when the working dass is not in 
the vanguard of the struggle for Socialism and may be replaced, 
at least temporarily, by the Negro people, he is touching on a 
nerve which has been growing more sensitive in the Party for 
some time. It raises a problem of theoretical interpretation. 

Since the only active mass struggle which exists in 
the country today is that of the Negro people, this raises 
certain theoretical premises and Leninist concepts which have 
to be discussed. It is basic in Marxism - Leninism that the 
working class is always the vanguard class. Therefore, it must 
be asked whether labor is lagging behind in the struggle and 
the Negro people are becoming the vanguard class. 

This has been unclarified by the national leadership. 
It creates the possibility of the development of two separate 
lines on the Negro question. Although everyone knows that an 
evaluation must be made and this problem must be resolved, no- 
body is anxious to raise the issue or open up discussions on 
this theoretical question.

NEEDLEMAU also recommended IRVIIJG KAPLAH whom he 
considered even brighter then MAGDOFF. He said 1CAPLA1I 
was not a "kindly guy" and was more aggressive thsm MAGDOFF. 
HEEDLEMAN mentioned that about four years ago KAPLAil ^and 
MAGDOFF held a lot of discussions with "DOC" (ALBERT) BLDMBERG 
and (HED) SPARKS at SAM EROWTT's house. WEEDLEMAH attended 
one or two of these sessions. 

HEEDLEMA1J commented that the CP did not seem to be 
doing anything regarding Cuba and remarked that there were 
no prominent party names on a recently formed committee 
(the "Fair Play for Cuba Committee"), HEEDLEMAN said that 
LEO HHBERMAU had wanted his name on it but had been turned 
down for being "too left."

On May 10, 1960, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date 
a meeting was held in the third floor boardroom at CP Headquarters, 
New York City. Informant advised that the discussion pertained 
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exclusively to a farm conference being scheduled. It is 
believed that the conference referred to the National 

Farm Conference to be held in JtfLmieapolis 5/28,29/60. 

For the information c?<£ She Minneapolis Office, it is 
to be acted that possibility exists that the conference may be 
extended one extra day because of the holiday (5/30/60) s 



The following individuals were believed in attendance: 

GU3 HALL 
ERIC BERT 
£AT TOOHSY 
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ERIC BERT opened the discussion by stating that 
proposals had been drawn up a couple of weeks ago, but that he 
had misplaced them. He stated that on Saturday, the first day, 
discussion would be devoted to the farm crisis and related 
subjects, and that Sunday be devoted to the Party in the farm 
area, such as, how should the Party operate, what experiences 
they have, and the like. 

BERT stated that the second question to be discussed 
is, who is going to go to the affair? Has a call been sent out? 
He asked if anyone would be attending the conference from the 
East or Fest, as well as the Midwest. BERT also inquired if 
GUS (HALL?) would be able to attend the conference. He stated 
that it had been agreed with PAT (TOOHEY?) that it would be 
desirable if, during the conference, either GUS (HALL?) issued 
a press statement or possibly a Party statement as to how "we" 
view the farm question in anticipation of the coming Democratic 
and Republican conventions. 

BERT commented that if GUS did not make such a state- 
ment, that perhaps it could be issued as a statement of the 
conference. He remarked that the question arises also as co 
whether the discussion should actually be on the iami crisis or 
whether it should be on the election campaign and the rural 
areas. In either case, if it is on the fssm crisis, the election 
campaign would be in it, and if it is on the election campaign, 
the whole question of the background and general nature of the 
discussion would be in it. BERT commented that it was his 
preference that the discussion be on the farm crisis in the main, 
because they have not had such a discussion for a long period. 
BERT indicated that some research was being done to dafcamixie 
what has happened in Congress regarding the farm situation and 
what the two parties have done on this subject. 

BERT stated that another point to be discussed is, 
what is "our" general relation to the farm population, such as the 
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poor farms, agricultural workers, and share croppers. Then, too, 
we have to make decisions on certain other questions, such as, 
the general political outlook, the international situation, the 
USSR, etc. Generally speaking, all of the people that will be 
there will be interested in such things, but this would tend to 
divert from the main job, mainly, to discuss farm matters, "I" 
believe that part of the discussion should be extremely curtailed, 
and on the question of Socialism, it should be completely excluded 
with the exception of some passing reference. 

Another question is, why does the Party stay where it 
is with respect to the farm movement. "I" believe that this 
question should not be dealt with at all, because it is not the 
kind of meeting where such a thing should be discussed without 
doing injury. 5, I" believe that we should make a choice as to 
questions for discussion in order to bring about the best results. 

The other report is the one which PAT (TOOHEY?) was 
to prepare, namely, the character of the Party organization in 
the rural areas, such as, what we can expect in relation to the 
Party farm club. to the districts, or with relation to the district 
to the Party farm clubs. What we need to do, is to get out some 
literature on the farm question in a very short time, "We" must 
put down in black and white what our thinking is with regard to 
the question of farms. 

An individual believed to be PAT TOOHEY stated that it 
was his belief that they would have to limit the number of 
questions for discussion. He stated that our approach to 
agriculture with relation to the coming 1960 Presidential election 
becomes the most outstanding domestic question^ TOOHEY £®lt that 
the Party ought to enter this debate and project its thinking on 
it. 

TOOHEY stated that the most important characteristic 
of the present situation is the absolute collapse of the farm 
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leadership, specifically mentioning the farmers union, the range 
people, and the like. 

T00HEY stated that the Democratic Party has appointed its 
agricultural program committee and that they could also expect 
that NIXON (Vice-President NIXON) will be* coming out with some 
type of a demogogic program, because he finds it necessary to 
shed himself of any relationship to BENSON (Agricultural Secretary 
BENSON) . 

T00HEY stated that s, our" conference should approach the 
question of (production?) with an effort to try to influence it. 
He recommended that the Party should issue a folder or pamphlet 
regarding the farm situation, and, secondly, they should establish 
a legislative program on agriculture that is both "propagandistic" 
and political. He also recommended that the Party have a 
concentration point, that is, to select two, three or four places 
wherein the Party would try to do something, instead of in a 
general way. 

TOOHEY also recommended that the second day of the 
conference be devoted to a good discussion around the question of 
the Party and its efforts to re-establish itself in the farm 
(areas?). He stated that a workable farm program must be based 
upon the repudiation of the cold war policy, and, second, they 
should recommend an emergency aid program for 
distressed farm families, as well as a program for low-cost 
federal loans. 

ERIC BERT stated that at the February meeting of the 
California Democratic council in Fresno (California) they adopted 
farm program and in his opinion that farm program is for the 
struggling poor farmers. 

PHIL BART spoke next and stated that letters have been I 
sent out regarding the conference, and an effort has been made to 
have trade unionists present. He stated that SAM DAVIS has 
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indicated that in Minnesota they intend to visit a number of 
the districts prior to the conference. In New York, they have 
decided to send one person, a farmer. He commented that' a 
letter had been received from Montana and they have elected to 
send one person. He stated that he did not believe there would 
be any representatives from California and indicated that in 
California there was to be a separate conference in connection 
with agricultural workers, particularly, the Mexican-American 
workers . BART expected that California would send their ooinions 
and some material to the conference,, 

BART stated that all the other arrangements for the 
conference have been made, such as the physical preparations, 
the betel, and the like. 

BAST indicated that he had received a letter (apparently 
from SAM DAVIS) regarding what kind of public expression would be 
made at the conclusion of the conference. BART indicated that they 
were looking into the possibility of TV, radio and newspaper 
coverage on the Monday following the meeting. 

Continuing, BART remarked that if there is a feeling that 
the conference should have an extra day, they 

should be advised, in order that they could solicit the opinion 
of the comrades in this part of the country. BART remarked that 
at present the conference is scheduled for just two days; however, 
it may be increased to three. 

BART commented that the conference can play an important 
part in helping the whole Party organization regarding the 
question of farmer- labor unity as regards the 1.960 elections. 
BART stated that, in his opinion, a lot of "stuff" has been 
prepared for the conference, even though "we" have no report outside 
of a single one from Montana. He stated that he expected responses 
from other areas in the very near future. He recommenced that 
The Worker" issue of May 15th should prepare an article regarding 
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the conference. 

An individual believed to be PAT T00HEY stated that 
"they" say that Secretary BENSON 1 s unpopularity was a factor in 
bringing down NIXON in Wisconsin. He stated that both parties 
see this "June 28th test" as an indicator of the Midwest farm 
thinking and that it could have an influence on the Republican 
national convention as regards the farm belt come next November. 

Informant noted that both PHIL BART and ERIC BERT 
were of the opinion that a tape recorder should be taken to the 
conference. 

An individual believed to be GUS HALL stated that our 
approach to this conference should be something like the approach 
to the (Summit?) conference, as this is a first of a series. 
He indicated that there were some very sharp criticisms from 
"our task forces" in the Midwest in which they seem to think that 
there was a policy of "scuttling" their work in mass organizations 
He indicated that possibly "we" should be a little critical of 
SAM's article (possibly referring to SAM DAVIS) , HALL said that 
it indicated a sort of lack of understanding as to what "our" 
united front approach is and "he" (SAM DAVIS?) was rather 
critical about certain things, which was completely uncalled for. 

An individual whose identity was unknown to the 
informant stated that he had been getting letters from out there, 
which indicated that what "he" (DAVIS?) says reflects the thinking 
there. 

An individual believed to be PAT T00HEY stated that some 
material should be put out preceding the conference, in order that 
the people could read this material to get their minds in a 
certain direction on a given topic. He recommended that possibly 
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they should send out a short information digest' concerning 
the conference, and that people receiving this digest could 
reduce it to their own experiences in their particular locale. 

Informant advised that the meeting closed with ERIC 
BERT proposing that another meeting be held next week, at which 
time he would write out certain proposals in the form of a 
report. 
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CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT opened the meeting and gave 
a report of his trip through the Midwest and Par West- 
where he had attended Negro Regional Conferences and 
Negro Commission meetings; LIGHTFOOT characterized his 
report as partially informational and partially dealing 
with a policy auestion on which he said a decision must 
be made. Informant noted that LIGHTFOOT utilized the 
added security of the blackboard throughout much of his 
report, therefore, informant was unable to obtain complete 
details, 

LIGHTFOOT stated that he would develop three 
points in his report: 

1. How the Party is organizing its work with 
regard to the Negro Question; 

2. "The Policy Question" 

3. What is the precise definition of the 
Negro Liberation Movement and what is "our" estimate 
of the movement itself. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that these regional 
Negro Conferences were organized by the National Negro 
Commission around certain points: 

1. Political action 

2« Day by day developments in Negro work and 
the role of the Party. 

Informant advised that again LIGHTFOOT utilized 
the added security of the blackboard and this information 
was not available to informant. 

LIGHTFOOT then broke his report down to the various 
cities in which he had visited. In Los Angeles, he stated 
that It was his opinion that Negro work there is on a more 
solid foundation than in any other district in the Party, 
not withstanding the fact that some factionalism exists 
there; He said the chief purpose of his visit was to assess 
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the program outlined by the Negro Commission and not to 
interfere in the internal problems of the district. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that the Negro Commission, is ;. 
broken up into subcommittees and responsible people get 
jobs in that phase of the work in which they are involved 0 
He said many Negro comrades are actively involved in mass 
work and cited a3 an example <&■ Negro woman comrade who is 
very active in church work and has gone abroad with 
credentials from the largest church in Los Angeles as 
well as credentials from several other Los Angeles churches. 
He stated that this woman* s prestige will be enhanced a 
thousand- fold upon her return. LIGHTFOOT remarked that 
this is important in terms of the ability of known 
Communists to operate in the Negro Liberation Movement. 
He stated that a real problem in Los Angeles is the 
relationship between Negroes and Mexicans and that 
this problem has to be solved; 

Regarding San Francisco, LIGHTFOOT stated that 
it is not nearly the same as in Los Angeles ; He said 
there is a Negro Commission there, but it functions 
"haphazardly" and is not as well organized as in Los Angeles. 
He said that with regard to the Southern git-down demonstrations 
picket lines t'/ers established in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Oakland, California. He pointed out that these 
picket lines consisted largely of whites, particularly 
white students. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that a christian leadership 
council has been formed, but that at present it is only 
in Los Angeles. He remarked that "they" want people 
with "political know how" to help build it; 

Regarding Detroit, LIGHTFOOT stated that there 
are two main Negro communities, but that there is not a 
single Negro comrade on the East Side, He stated that 
there are a few Negro comrades on the West Side, but that 
they are not organized. In Detroit, LIGHTFOOT remarked 
that the preoccupation is with the Trade Unions 

and nothing more. He said that one of the big problems 
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in Detroit is the grievances of the Negro workers in the 
Ford plant. He said there were two currents in Detroit 
and one was of a factional nature. 

Regarding Cleveland, LIGHTFOOT stated "the 
situation is bad" and there is no organization in the 
old line Negro Community. "In Cleveland the ultra-left 
done its worst damage." 

LIGHTFOOT further remarked that if the NAACP 
moves over to a more militant posture they will he 
ready to embrace people tomorrow, whereas today they 
would discard them because the leadership of that 
organization has had little or no experience in 
organizing mass-type struggles. 

He said that there are many organizational 
problems such as limited cadre but that the picture on 
the whole is positive. As an example, LIGHTFOOT 
remarked that BURT (possibly WASHINGTON) is able to do 
more influential work in Cleveland alone, than the 15 
Communists in Detroit. 

With regard to the Negro Labor Conference in 
Detroit, LIGHTFOOT stated "we" worked out the 
following policy: 

Communist participation will be constructive 
and comrades will not be jumping up challenging every 
little thing. He said sharp cleavage will only bring rifts, 
so "we" have to forego some of these things. The Party 
must deal red-baiting a death blow and challenge it on the 
basis of the effect it will have on the movement. He 
suggested that " JIM from the paper" (JACKSON) be a 
member of the Steering Committee for the Negro Labor 
Conference. LIGHTFOOT remarked that one element in the 
Negro Labor Movement feels that the Negro Labor 
Conference should play a leading role in the Negro Liberation 
Movement as a whole, whereas another element has the 
more narrow view of concentrating on Trade Union matters only. 
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JAMES JACKSON suggested that an appropriate proclamation 
from the Negro Labor Conference be widely publicized. 

WILL WEINSTONE stated that the Party is under- 
estimating the danger of red-baiting and he suggested 
that arrangements should be made before the Negro Labor 
Conference to fight red-baiting because if the issue is 
not raised in advance of the conference it will be 
difficult to defeat. 

IRVING POTASH stated that the Party should 
not under- estimate the damage done to the Negro people 
by red-baiting, 

GUS HALL stated that the Party must play 
a positive role and that they must hammer out specific 
questions on policy and this policy must follow the 
contour of reality in both the Trade Union and Negro 
peoples field. 

TED BASSETT stated that the local "Negro 
Council" had a membership of approximately 600 and 
ali>hough he has never joined the council he does attend 
as a press representative. He said that the activity 
of this council is "spurring" the activities of the 
NAACP .

Conference. 

4) The functioning of the National Trade Union 
Commission of the Communist Party, USA, 

Items three and four of this agenda were not taken up, 
since the meeting adjourned for a reception for MAE WILLIAMSON 
of London, England. Also, this meeting, which was to have lasted 
for two days, was reduced to one day so that the meeting of the 
National Escecutive Committee could be extended to three days in 
view of recant international developments. 

After the report from the National Auto Commission, 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT asked to make his report, sine 3 he said that 
he had to leave the meeting. Privately, LIGHTFOOT stated that 
he was going to see EUGENE DENNIS „ BfM DAVIS demanded to know 
where LIGHTFOOT was going. LIGHTFOOT replied thafc it was none of 
DAVIS ' business, but that if he had to know, LIGHTFOOT was going 
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to see EUGENE DENNIS. LIGHTFOOT asked DAVIS if he didn't like 
this idea, but DAVIS made no reply. 

Report from the National Auto 
Commission by CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER reported that the auto industry in the 
United States is unstable, and that there is a lot of discontent 
and ferment among the workers in this industry. Presently, 
there is the largest stock pile of automobiles in the hands of 
the dealers in the history of the United States. There is a 
tight market and great unemployment. He said that while the 
United Auto Workers Union consists of workers in automobile 
manufacturing, farm equipment manufacturing, and machine 
production, his remarks would deal mostly with the auto industry. 

WINTER said that while the production of automobiles 
is greater than it has been at any time since 1955, this 
production is accompanied by declining employment and large 
profits for the corporations. Consequently, there is unrest 
among the workers. Speed-up and insecurity are the main features 
of the auto industry at this time. One- fourth of the small 
foreign cars imported into the United States are actually 
manufactured by United States corporations, specifically, the 
big three in the auto industry in the United States. These 
corporations own European plants. Last year, Western Europe 
produced four million automobiles, while the United States 
produced five and a half million automobiles. If the present 
trend continues, Western Europe will surpass the United States 
in auto production by 1962. 

According to WINTER, the leadership of the UAW does 
not challenge the speed-up which prevails in the auto industry. 
Furthermore, the union leadership does not challenge the 
decentralization of plants and does nothing to have the workers, 
who lose jobs because of decentralization, compensated for this 
loss. Instead, the UAW leadership talks about organizing the 
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white collar workers* The UAW leadership is behaving like 
JOHN L* LEWIS in the 1930 's when LEWIS cooperated with the 
mining companies in getting rid of workers who were described 
as excess baggage, 

* ' 

Continuing, WINTER said that there is a corps of 
one thousand workers in the auto industry in Michigan alone 
who are unemployed. Pues payments in the UAW have dropped. 
While the UAW speaks of a membership of one million, this 
figure is inflated. There is a deficit in the international 
fund of the UAW. While there is twenty- three million dollars 
in the strike fund of the UAW, this money is earmarked for a 
catastrophic situation, such as a prolonged strike. 

WINTER said that in 1959 WALTER REUTHER made a big 
noise about action in behalf of the unemployed. In 1960, 
REUTHER has forgotten about the unemployed and is raising the 
issue of profit sharing. The Communist Party is critical of 
the profit-sharing approach. While the Communist Party does 
place emphasis on the enormous profits of the corporations, at 
the same time, the Party shows the workers that profit sharing 
is not a substitution for daily demands, higher wages, care of 
the unemployed, protest against speed-up, etc. The difference 
between the Communist Party and the leadership of the UAW is that 
the latter wants to substitute profit sharing for the fulfillment 
of the demands of the workers. 

Then WINTER said that the discontent in the UAW is 
becoming widespread and has resulted in a number of wildcat 
strikes in many factories. These wildcat strikes have compelled 
the corporations to improve conditions on a shop level. The 
leadership of the UAW is very uneasy abotat this discontent. The 
leadership of the UAW sent EMUL MAZEY into Canada to carry out a 
purge of a UAW local on the grounds that it was infiltrated by 
Reds. This is one way the UAW leadership has of breaking up 
rank and file discontent. Because he had to carry out this purge, 
MAZEY was put on the spot. MAZEY and REUTHER do not see eye to 
eye. Because he had to carry out the purge, MAZEY is less popular 
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with the rank and file. MAZEY is adopting an independent 
position on many issues. The speech on peace which M&ZEY 
made in Chicago has never appeared in print tinder UAW auspices. 
The "Kenosha Labor" is the only publication speaking for the 
UAW which reprinted this speech. KAZEY is jockeying for an-, 
independent base. 

Continuing, WINTER said that while the UAW leadership 
is unpopular, it is wrong to jump to the conclusion that the 
rank and file in the union wants to dump this leadership. In 
some sections of the UAW, the union leadership is more militant 
than the top leadership and is reacting to this militancy of 
the rank and file. An example of this is the farm equipment 
leadership in Chicago. 

WINTER said that GOSSER (phonetic), who was at one 
time suspended from the UAW, has been taken back into the union 
by REUTHER as the head of the skilled tradesmen and the head of 
the Toledo area. The reason for this is that REUTHER needs 
GOSSER for support. 

Next WINTER stated that the National Committee for 
Democratic Action is a rank-and-file movement within the UAW. 
Its leaders are former leaders in the skilled trades , The 
National Committee for Democratic Action is not a going concern. 
The Communist Party has a negative attitude toward this group. 
The Communist Party wants this group to execute its program 
through a mobilisation of all the workers, not only the radicals. 
The main drive of this group is to oust WALTER REUTHER at the 
next constitutional convention of the UAW. WINTER stated that 
it is his opinion that the National Committee for Democratic 
Action will not be successful in this attempt. While the workers 
in the UAW may resent the union leadership, they favor unity 
and will rally around REUTHER to preserve the union. 




WINTER stated that as far as the. CP can determine, 
there is no new leadership in the making in the UAW as. yet. 
MAZEY is only a potential. REUTHER is trying to destroy 
MAZEY. The CP should avoid helping in the destruction of 
MAZEY. Then WINTER took issue with the fact that "The Worker" 
reprinted the speech MAZEY made in Chicago. He said, we 
are hugging MAZEY a little too tightly. WINTER also stated 
that he disagrees with those who overestimate the National 
Committee for Democratic Action within the UAW. 

Next WINTER stated that at one time the River Rouge 
Plant of the Ford Motor Company had 85,000 workers, all of 
whom were members of the UAW. Today there are 28,000 workers 
in this plant so there is a large body of unemployed workers, 
some of whom have 14 to 15 years seniority in this plant. 

Then WINTER exhibited a leaflet with the caption 
"Save Your Job." He said that this leaflet was issued by a 
Ford Local of the UAW as a result of Left initiative, but it 
is not a CP leaflet. The leaflet has 120 signatures. WINTER 
said that this type of activity on a plant level is needed. 
We should hold our horses and should mobilize the workers 
before setting up a top committee of union leaders. He said 
that there is a similar development among the skilled workers 
at Ford. 

WINTER exhibited another leaflet put out by a group 
of Cadillac workers known as the Right Wing Green Slate. He 
stated that even though this group calls themselves "Right 
Wingers", their demands are like Left Wing demands. A Negro 
is on the slate. The phrase "Right Wing" does not mean any- 
thing and the CP has to unite with all of the workers. The 
workers will unite with those who solve their grievances on the 
job, those who fight the foremen for the workers, those who 
fight against speed-up and those who fight against unemployment. 

Continuing WINTER said that the UAW is in terrible 
shape. It is caught in the vice of the contract. When the 
last contract was signed, the union undertook to police it. 
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This is why the UAW leadership does very little about grievances 
why it tries to stop wildcat strikes, etc. 

WINTER stated that in April-, 1961, the UAW will hold 
a special convention dealing with grievances and demands. This 
is not a constitution convention and it will not elect officers. 
The National. Auto Commission of the CP, USA, will need the 
help of the National Trade Union Commission of the CP, USA, to 
work out proposals and demands for this convention of the UAW. 

In concluding WINTER stated that there is a need for 
the. CP to issue a declaration in answer to the National 
Association of Manufacturers which has been talking about i960 
being "our year. " WINTER said, we should point out that this 
should be the year of the workers. 

Discussion of WINTER'S Report 

There was a brief discussion of WINTER'S report. The 
discussion consisted mainly of questions directed to WINTER. 
Among those participating in the discussion were LOUIS WEINSTOCK 
GEORGE MORRIS, HY LUMER, DOROTHY HEALEY, IRVING POTASH and BEN 
DAVIS. 

In answer to a question, WINTER said that there is 
a progressive caucus in the Ford Local of the UAW. The last 
meeting of this caucus was held in the Ford Union Hall with 
150 workers in attendance. STELLATO (PH), President of this 
Local, was invited to attend the meeting, but he did not do 
so. This caucus is angry with STELLATO and is in opposition 
to him. The caucus claims that STELLATO is not clear on the 
Negro question as well as other issues. However, the position 
of the CP is to try to establish a working relationship with 
STELLATO and explain to him his weaknesses and why some of the 
rank and filers are angry with him. 




Report by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT on the 
Preparation for the Pounding Convention 
of the American Negro Labor Counoil 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT stated that he doubted that there 
will be 2,000 delegates at the Pounding Convention of the 
American Negro Labor Council (ANLC) in Detroit during the last 
weekend in May. He said that there is not even a good mobilize 
tion in Detroit for this convention. Therefore, it will be 
necessary for the CP, and those who it influences, to stay 
on top of this mobilization. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the ANLC is an unprecedented 
movement. There is nothing to go by from past experiences. 
There are 1 to If million Negro trade unionists being mobilized 
and this is most important. There are some problems in regard 
to the organizational structure of the ANLC. There are dangers 
of splits as a result of struggles between rank and filers and 
trade union officials. 

At the convention in Detroit, the general issue will 
be the constitution. The ANLC is already working on amendments 
to the draft constitution. The CP must be a constructive and 
unifying force at the Pounding Convention of the ANLC. The 
Steering Committee of the ANLC met in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
last weekend. The position of A. PHILIP RANDOLPH is very difficult. 
The Steering Committee has changed clause 12 which excluded 
Communists from the ANLC. Now the Steering Committee is talking 
about not accepting Communists, Fascists and others who belong 
to a totalitarian type of organization. LIGHTFOOT said that 
this is worse than clause 12. 

Next LIGHTFOOT said, we should ride along with every- 
thing except a narrow movement, "red-baiting", etc. The ANLC 
has got to take up all the issues facing the Negro people, such 
as economic and political issues, and not just trade union issues. 

Then LIGHTFOOT stated that the CP will have a Steering 
Committee at Detroit to guide CP members in attendance at the 
Founding Convention of the ANLC. This CP Steering Committee 
will consist of the following: 
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Jim Jackson, who will be at the ANLC Convention 
representing "The Worker, " but will be able to speak for the 
leadership of the CP, USAj 

BERT WASHINGTON' of Cleveland 

DAVE MOORE of Detroit 

BERT WASHINGTON will have his headquarters in the 
Statler Hotel in Detroit and CP members will be given the 
location of Washington's headquarters. 

Remarks of GUS HALL on the 
American Negro Labor Council 

After some considerable discussion on the ANLC, there 
was a summary by GUS HALL. 

HALL stated that at first GEORGE MEANY was opposed 
to the ANLC. Later the leadership of the APL-CIO changed its 
mind and has decided to take over and to influence the ANLC. 
HALL said that it is his opinion that PHILIP RANDOLPH is not 
very happy about this development. RANDOLPH would be happy to 
get a big rank and file delegation which would make it possible 
for him to get a cadre out of the ANLC. The CP should not be 
placed in the position of playing a disruptive role in the 
ANLC. Yet the CP should help to prevent the AFL~CIO officialdom 
and the Social Democrats from taking over the ANLC. 

HALL stated that the CP will have to use common 
sense and will have to roll with the punches. Even if the 
CP fights against a narrow constitution and "red-baiting" in 
the ANLC, this fight should not result in a split and the 
isolation of the CP from the ANLC. 

In conclusion, HALL stated that the ANLC will elect 
an Executive Committee of 23. To guarantee a democratic organiza- 
tion, 12 of these 23 will be from the rank and file, while 11 
will be full time trade union organizers. RANDOLPH is in 
favor of this type of leading committee. 
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Report from the National Steel 
Commission of the CP, USA, by 
ANTON KRCHMAREK 



This reporter was not present for all of KRCHMAREK ' s 

report . 

KRCHMAREK talked about unemployment in the steel 
industry because of speed-up and automation. He said that 
recently the Rarick Movement within the United Steel Workers 
of America held a conference in Pittsburgh. The Rarick Move- 
ment is concentrating on Local elections, which will take 
place this year. DAVID MC DONALD, President of the USWA, 
is trying to expose the Rarick Movement by saying that it is 
receiving funds from outside the union. Therefore, MC DONALD 
may use the Landrum-Griff in Act to get the Rarick Movement to 
explain its financial set-up. KRCHMAREK stated however that 
the Rarick Movement obtains money from rank and file trade 
unionists and that MC DONALD will not have a leg to stand on 
in regard to this charge. 

Discussion of the Report 
by ANTON KRCHMAREK 

GUS HALL predicted that within a few years the Rarick 
Movement will take over the USWA. 

All present at this meeting stated that the CP should 
get into the Rarick Movement. However, KRCHMAREK pdnted out 
that the conference in Pittsburgh was restricted to the old 
members of the Rarick Movement and that at least for the 
present time this is a closed movement. 

GEORGE MORRIS stated that the newspaper with the 
biggest story on the Pittsburgh conference of the Rarick Move- 
ment was the "Wall Street Journal". MORRIS said that the steel 
contract will be the big issue for the Rarick Movement, This 
movement now recognizes that the old fight against higher 
union dues payments is no longer an issue in the USWA. 
Grievances of the workers, such as speed-up, automation and 
unemployment, are the big issues now. MORRIS also stated that 
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the Rarick Movement asked that DAVID MC DONALD take a cut in 
his salary of $50,000 a year. It was pointed out that the 
salary of WALTER REUTHER is only $22,000 a year. 

Remarks of JACK STA CHEL 

JACK STACHEL stated that the reports of CARL WINTER 
and ANTON KRCHMAREK were very good since they have an 
economic basis. The reports showed that automation and speed- 
up are resulting in unemployment. In regard to whether this 
is the year of the manufacturers, STACHEL stated that the 
National Association of Manufacturers may be boasting. The 
manufacturers have not been so successful in i960. They were 
going to smash the USWA, yet the workers won a long strike. 
It is true that the manufacturers got the Landrum-Griffin Act, 
but this legislation can be fought. 

Then STACHEL stated that the AFL-CIO has no program 
for the working people of the United States. While the AFL- 
CIO has a cold war program, it has no program for economic 
improvement. The AFL-CIO has a program of splits. This is 
why the Teamsters are out of the AFL-CIO. All of these things 
weaken the labor movement in the United States. 

Next STACHEL stated that the CP should take a more 
critical attitude toward the AFL-CIO and the International 
unions. The CP should expose the fact that the AFL-CIO and the 
International unions have no program and are not fighting for 
the worker. Even WALTER REUTHER no longer has a bag of tricks. 
REUTHER used to come out with somethirg new and different all 
the time even though all of his schemes were not practical. 
Now REUTHER is only playing a supporting role to GEORGE MEANY. 

STACHEL warned that the CP should not mechanically 
compare the rank and file movements in the UAW and the USWA. 
In the steel industry there is a genuine rank and file move- 
ment which has existed for a number of years and this is where 
the CP ought to work. 

Proposal by GUS HALL with an 
Amendment by IRVING POTASH 

GUS HALL proposed that the Secretariat of the CP, 
USA, and the National Steel Commission of the CP, USA, meet 
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together and work out a most positive attitude toward the rank 
and file or Rarick Movement in the steel industry. Further, 
that the steel industry should be the main industrial concen- 
tration for the CP, USA. That the CP, USA, pursue this as a 
crash program for at least one or two years. 

IRVING POTASH stated that he would fully accept this 
proposal with one amendment. The amendment would be that the 
CP, USA, still consider the auto industry as well as the steel 
industry as the chief points of concentration, but that no 
other industries would be chief points of concentration by 
the Party, while both the steel and auto industries would be 
the chief points of concentration, the CP emphasis would be on 
the steel industry. HALL agreed to the amendment of POTASH 
and this proposal by HALL, as amended by POTASH, was adopted 
unanimously at this meeting. 

This meeting concluded at this time. It is possible 
that IRVING POTASH may summarize this enlarged meeting of 
the National Trade Union Commission of the CP, USA, at the 
meeting of the National Executive Committee of the CP, USA, 
or at an enlarged meeting of the Secretariat of the CP, USA, 
scheduled to be held on Monday, May 16, i960.

Executive Committee of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) 
met in Communist Party (CP) Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, 
New York City. This was the first day of a scheduled three 
day meeting.

JAMES JOHNSON was the Chairman of this -session. 

Remarks on Some Aspects of Electoral.. Policy 
of the CPD'SA by JACK STACflEL 

"JACK STACHEL spoke ou some aspects of electoral 
policy. He explained that he was nob making a report and Was 
not issuing a policy statement since all of these were made 
at. the meeting of the National Committee in Chicago. 

STACHEL referred to three aspects of Party policy 
in regard to electoral matters and said that this policy was 
adopted as far back as 1955. These three main aspects are: 

1. r i.'he CP participates in elections to influence 
their outcome; 

2. The CP raises issues, sharpens demands and 
mobilizes people; 

3. The independent role of the CP in bringing 
about a realignment and la- raising its own problems. 

Then STACHEL stated that two new factors have influenced 
the electoral situation within the last week and these are: 

1. The sharpened world situation and the introduction 
of tensions as a result of the U-3 flight over the USSR; 

2. The victory of Senator KENNEDY in West Virginia 
and the elimination of Senator HUMPHREY from the Presidential 
campaign. 
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Then STACHEL polemized against those in the CP 
who do not understand the three fundamental aspects of CP 
electoral policy and say that since the CP is not 
participating in the elections with a National ticket then 
the entire Party policy on elections must be wrong. 

Next STACHEL referred to the remarks of GTJS HALL 
at the last meeting cf the National Committee.* HALL had 
said that the books are not yet closed on the nomination-, 
of candidates for President, There are mass movements 
in the making inihe United States and these mass movements 
may influence the outcome of both the Democratic and 
Republican National Conventions. 

STACHEL stated that while he would not analyze 
the present international situation he would uee it as a 
reference. There is no question hit that all who know 
politics, including the newspaper columnists, say that 
the Republican Parcy lost its best issue during the last 
two weeks and that is the issue of peace. The shooting 
down of an American plane over the Soviet Union has made 
peace even more of a critical issue in the election campaign 
than it was up to now and it cannot be submerged. RICHARD 
NIXON is in a tough spot and is the biggest loser since he 
Is identified with the policy of the Administration. There 
is a possibility now that JACK KENNEDY or ADLAI E. STEVENSON 
may be the candidate of the Democratic Party. The thing to 
note is the emergence of ADLAI STEVENSON. At this point 
STACHEL referred to the speech made by STEVENSON In Chicago 
on May 12, i960. 

Then STACHEL stated that the Issues raised at 
the meeting of the National Commit bee in Chicago in the 
reports of GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS are still the dominating 
issues and these are peace and civil rights. 

STACHEL said that the CP ought to choose areas or 
states in which it can run candidates for office. The CP 
ought to struggle for realignment in both the Democratic 
and Republican Parties and should point to the limitations 
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of the two»pax*ty system. The CP ought to work for the 
emergena;* C I' a new party,- whatever the name of such a 
party might be, 

Next STACHEL proposed .the bringing together of 
non-Communist Left and progressive people who were formerly 
in the 'Progressive- Party or in the American Labor Party in 
New York. Some of these- people are xicm frustrated politically 
and are often victiias of sectarianism and the Trotskyites, 
The CP ought to tise its initiative to bring such people together 
in order to work for a labor party or to support some 
independent- candidates. 

STACHEL proposed that wherever possible the CP 
should nominee candidates in its own name or in some 
other name. The running of candidates in tba name of the 
CP is not contradictory to the three basic aspects of the 
electoral policy of the CP. whether or not the CP nominates 
candidates in its own name is not a question of principle. 
If the CP does not nominate candidates in its own name 
it is because practical problems stand in the way. It would, 
however,, be good for the CP to run candidates wherever 
this is possible since this would strengthen the legality 
of the CP. 

STACHEL then stated that in the meeting of the 
subcommittee on electoral policy of the CP they discussed 
the difficulties of getting CP candidates on the ballot. 
ARNOLD JOHNSON differed with the majority of the members of 
the subcommittee. JOHNSON said that even if the CP nominated 
a Presidential candidate and got this candidate on the ballot 
in only one state, this would be an advance over the present 
situation and the Party ©ouid use this to campaign in the 
entire country. 

Continuing STACHEL said that the majority of 
the subcommittee did not agtfee with ARNOLD JOHNSON. This 
majority felt that it would be better for the CP to launch 
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a campaign to amend the laws to permit minority parties 
to get on the ballot. If necessary the CP should work- 
for an amendment to the U.S. Constitution so that minority 
parties can get on the ballot. 

Then STACHSL suggested that the CP do the 

following; 

1. Adopt an election platform; 

2. Nominate candidates in various states under 
various labels - these candidates to popularize the CP 
position on many issues.. That the CP set up some machinery, 
including a platform committee, and prepare an election 
platform to be ready in June. Aim to distribute one million 
copies of this platform 

3. Election conferences should be held in all 
states wherever it is possible; 

4.. That v a- National Election Conference of the 
CP be held in September, possibly simultaneously with a 
meeting of the National Committee; 

5. That an election campaign committee be 
established and consist of from 35 to 50 people, one-third 
of these to be Negroes, some to be women and some to be 
representatives of the National Groups. That this point 
be referred to the Secretariat in order to get legal advice 
in regard to. it. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

BEN DAVIS stated that he agreed,, in general , with 
the suggestions of JACK STACHEL including the three basid 
points on electoral policy which were adopted a.3ong time ago. 
However, this is not enough. We are in a new situatipn. We 
have to clarify the religious issue. We have to stress the 
youth issue* JACK KENNEDY received a big vote in West Virginia 
because he is attracting the youth. We must stress the spy 
case •* the shooting down of the U«r2 plane over the Soviet Union. 
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DAVIS said that there is an ups-urge among :the 
people in the United States. The Negroes are fighting in 
the North and in the South. The aged are fighting for' a 
health program. The reason the United States sent a plane 
over the Soviet Union was to create hysteria and to reverse 
the upsurge of the people in the United States. Most of the 
Democrats are in the camp of President EISENHOWER. 

DAVIS suggested that the OP ought to fight to 
get. a Presidential candidate on. the ballot. If the CP is 
ruled off the ballot then it should appeal to the United 
Nations. We can use the anpeal of Secretary of State 
CHRISTIAN HERTER in behalf of the • counter-revolutionaries 
in Cuba. If HERTER can demand rights for the Cuban counter- 
revolutionaries, then we can demand right a for Americans. 

Remarks of ARN OLD JOHNSON 

ARNOLD JOHNSON emphasized the need for an independent 
CP National ticket even if this ticket gets on the ballot in 
only one State. 

Reaarks of EUG ENE DENNIS 

EUOrciS DEKHHIS stated that the CP might review the 
tftree basic atpecfca of electoral policy but he believes that 
they are correct even though they have been subjected to 
change. These three aspects of electoral policy have had to 
be given different tactical emphases In the past, 

DEM? 'IS stated that he disagreed with the suggestion 
of ARNOLD JOffitfON, He described to as a gimmick and said that 
the CP should not try fiuj gimmicks. He said that he also 
disagreed with the agenda for this meeting of the NEC and said 
that it was most unfortunate that the agenda had already been 
established, The NEC should have discussed the international 
situation. This is the most important thing today* After a 
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discussion on'-.the .international situation then electoral 
policy cctuld have been discussed with a review of the 
international situation as a background. 

DENNIS referred to contradictions in the 
EISENHOWER administration. He stated that this administration 
blows hot and cold on the question of peace. It talks peace 
and then adopts a large military budget. First it gave 
NELSON ROCKEEELLER a big play and then RICHARD NIXON a big 
Play* 

Then DENNIS stated that he thinks that the 
Republicans may still change their minds and try to recoup 
the peace issue before the election campaign is over. If 
they do not then the CP has to be prepared to raise the 
slogan, Defeat Nixon at all costs. In the Democratic Party 
also there is a sharpening of the peace issue. The peace 
issue is emerging as the big issue e It has been taken up 
by ADLAI STEVENSON, HUBERT HUMPHREY, JACK KENNEDY, Governor 
ROBERT B. MEYNER of New Jersey and Governor MENNON WILLIAMS 
of Michigan. 

Continuing DENNIS stated that at the beginning 
of this year the Trurnah- Acjieson Democrats emphasized 
the need for a bigger defense budget and criticized the 
administration for the big missile gap between the Soviet 
Union and the United States. There has been a sharpening 
of the struggle Inside the Democratic Party. The Truman- 
Ache son Wing has been set back. The policy of Senator LYNDON 
JOHNSON will not prevail. 

DENNIS then talked of new opportunities*:. in and 
around the Democratic Party. He stated however,- that he 
does not believe that the Truman forces in the Democratic 
Party are finished. The merge? of the Truman, Lyndon Johnson, 
Stuart Symington forces in the Democratic Party is possible. 
We should influence as many people as we can, Democrats and 
Republicans, to try to strengthen the anti-Truman and anti*- 
Symington candidates. We should encourage the STEVENSON 
position and the STEVENSON candidacy. In some States the 
progressive forces should work for a coalition of Stevenson, 
Kennedy, Humphrey forces in order to defeat the Truman- John son 
forces . 
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Next DENNIS came to the defense of JACK KENNEDY. 
He said that he disagrees with those comrades who say that 
KENNEDY is a reactionary. Some have even called KENNEDY 
a clerical fascist. This is wrong. On the que stion of peace 
the position of KENNEDY is just as good as the position of 
HUMPHREY. Laborvdoes not look upon KENNEDY as the real devil 
behind the Landrum-Griffin Bill. Most of the time KENNEDY 
voted right on labor questions. Even when there was a 
discussion of peace in the United States Senate, KENNEDY 
was among a handful of Senators who expressed their own position. 

DENNIS stated that in the Lower House of Congress 
there' are at least 20 pro-peace Congressmen. They should not 
be neglected in the coming elections. They should get support , 
Also we should look around for new possibilities in regard to 
pro-peace candidates. In concluding, DENNIS stated that he 
would like to know what happened in the 12 #«<$©na2. conferences 
of COPE of the AFL^CIO and what role the unions are playing 
in preparation for the elections. He concluded by saying that 
he is against & CP Presidential ticket in i960. 

Remar ks o f CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT 

CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT staged, we are too general. We 
ought to be more concrete. Our big Job is to get labor and 
Negroes to act independently and to act for the nomination 
of candidates they desire instead of bailing behind or 
working within the two major parties. IrISg3?F00T stated that 
as an example of what he had in mind a Negro was nominated on 
the Democratic Party ticket in Cleveland for the Ohio 
legislature even though his candidacy had been originally 
opposed by the trade union leadership in Cleveland, LIGHTPOOT 
said that the CP played a role in mobilizing support behind 
the candidacy of this Negro, 

Then LIGHTPOOT said, we need people who .catr-work 
like DOC BLUMBERG used to workj people who- know the election 
laws in each State and can prepare candidates who will win. 
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Remarks of DOROTHY HEALEY 

DOROTHY HEALEY stated that at a convention of the 
Democratic Party in Southern California an official of the 
Machinists Union was nominated to run against Congressman 
DOYLE, a member of the House Committee on Un~ American 
Activities. She stated that DOYLE was repudiated and this 
labor leader was nominated. 

Remar ks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL stated that JACK STACHEL did not intend 
to give a report but what STACHEL said was all right. HALL 
stated that he agrees with CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT that the CP has 
to get to work in a practical way to see that certain 
candidates win. The CP should not allow candidates to fall 
between two chairs. The CP will have to be concrete. 

Next HALL stated that he favors the setting up 
of a committee to take up the specific role of the CP in 
the election campaign. The chief task of the CP is to 
raise the mass movements to a higher plane. In a sense 
.candidates are secondary. Ever: so often candidates are 
molded by movements. Movements are the main thing. HALL 
stated that he is convinced that peace will emerge as the 
main issue in this election. This is so because the peace 
movement is going to develop in a new way. 

In regard to the question of CP candidates, HALL 
said that he knows that the obstacles are terrific. The CP 
has to consider that those who sign petitions may lose their 
Jobs, may be subject to persecution, etc. Yet he said he 
thinks that the CP should nominate candidates Wherever and 
whenever it can, 

HALL mentioned that on Saturday, May 7, I960, 
the Secretariat of the CPUSA met in New York City with 
a major portion of the leadership of the New England District 
CPUSA. HALL commented that HOMER BATES CHASE was meek in 
comparison with the others from the New England District 
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leadership who were present. They attacked the leadership 
ox^the CPUSA. They said that they mistrust the Secretariat 
and the Party leadership. They persisted in the original 
demand of HOMER CHASE, made at the Chicago meeting of the 
National Committee, that the CP declare the Democratic Party 
to be a war party. They were rebuffed by the Secretariat. 
This discussion took place before the shooting down of the U-2 
plane over the Soviet Union. HALL said that he wondered what 
the people from the New England District would be saying now 
about the Republican Party. 

Then HALL said, we should Join with those who are 
looking for support for ADLAI STEVENSON „. We should support 
any and all candidates who separate themselves from the pro« 
war policies, peace is the critical issue of the campaign 
and those who are against tensions should be given aid. 

HALL said that he would not argue about JACK KENNEDY 
and will leave the question of the attitude the CP should take 
toward KENNEDY open. He said that he wanted to urge the 
comrades to keep in mind a candidate's base. 

Parenthetically speaking, HALL was indicating that 
he was not in agreement with the viewpoint of EUGENE DENNIS 
in regard to JACK KENNEDY. 

In regard to the question of CP candidates, HALL 
said, we have to undo the concept that we are on principle 
against putting forth CP candidates. He said that he would 
add a point to the tasks of the CP in the election campaign. 
He would mobilize all of the minority parties and put up a 
real fight to expose unfair election laws and make- it possible 
to change these laws. He said that ARNOLD JOHNSON 1 s ideas 
should be considered as probing ideas. He too believes that 
JOHNSON'S ideas sound like a gimmick and the CP will not 
solve anything with a gimmick. 
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Remark s of JA^SjJAOKSpN 

JAMES JACKSON stated that the CP ought to have 
a large,,broad campaign: lasting for two or three years in 
order to change the laws to permit minority parties to get 
on the ballot. -Also the CP should use the i960 election 
campaign to mobilize two thousand CP members and sympathizers 
to give ten hours each week in order to visit people. This 
would mean that 200 thousand people can be visited du*>ing 
the months of the election campaigh. It wculd" ! also present 
the opportunity of emerging from this campaign with the addition 
of from 10 thousand to 20 thousand subscriptions for 
"The Worker". 

Remarks of JAMES A LLEN 

After a couple of words from ANTHONY KRCHMAREK, 
JIM ALLEN said that the image of President EISENHOWER as 
a man of peace has been destroyed. With this destruction of 
EISENHOWER as a man of peace, as a result of the latest 
international events, RICHARD NIXON has also been destroyed. 
ALLEN also stated that he favored the getting together of 
£eft and progressive elements in order to nominate independent 
candidates. 

Remarks of. HYMAN 

HYMAN LUMER stated that he is in agreement 
with the remarks of JACK STACHEL. He thinks that STACHEL 
is correct in saying that the TJ-2 plane issue will result 
in more pressures for peace. Even the ruling circles in the 
United States will be shook up by these pressures. LUMER 
stated that the activities of the state organizations of 
CPUSA will determine to what extend the CP can come forward 
in the i960 election campaign so that the people can see 
what the CP stands for and fights for. 
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Remarks of IRVING POTASH 

In his remarks IRVING POTASH started to argue with the 
Party position on electoral policy as set forth by JACK STACHEL, 
As he spoke, however* it appeared that POTASH was In agreement ; 
with STACHEL. It was determined that POTASH, who has poor 
hearing, had not correctly heard some of the remarks of 
STACHEL, 

POTASH stated that the CP should plow the ground 
now in order to see what can be done to get CP candidates 
on the ballot. He said he was opposed to a campaign for 
an amendment :to the United States Constitution in order to 
permit minority parties to get on the ballot since such a 
campaign might take a quarter of a century. 

Remabks of CLARENCE H ATHAWAY 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that he was a member of the 
subcommittee on electoral oolicy which had met with JACK 
STACHEL. He said that he favors a fight for a Federal law 
to lift the election restrictions against minority parties. 
This fight should be based on the 14th and 15th Amendments 
to the United States Constitution. 

Then HATHAWAY stated that it is necessary to readjust 
the CP pollcv of having National Committee members meet with 
CP clubs. He said that the New York District has two thousand 
members in 125 organized clubs. The National Committee members 
cannot possibly visit all 125 clubs in a given period of time. ■ 
Other forms will have to be found in order to reach the 
membership . 

R emark s of CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER talked about a Midwest conference of 
leading members of the Democratic Party. WINTER had also 
discussed this conference at the Chicago meeting of the 
National Committee. He stressed the role of the trade unions 
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Jn Michigan in the election campaign. He said that the' 
otate Convention of the Democratic Party in Michigan, 
which was held a week ago, went even farther than the 
Midwest Conference of the leading members of the Democratic 
Party. One half of the Michigan delegates elected to the 
National Convention of the Democratic Party are trade 
unionists. 

WINTER stated that he was opposed to placing too 
much stress on CP candidates. He said that he was also 
against the involvement of the CP in a fight for the rights 
of minority parties in regard to placing candidates on the 
ballot since it would divert the CP from mass work. 

Closing Rem arks of JACK STACHEL 

After a word or two from JIM WEST, JACK STACHEL 
made some closing remarks, which he said would not be a 
summary of the discussion. He also stated that he would not ask 
for a vote on his thoughts or suggestions. However, he would 
have proposals to make before this meeting of the NEC is 
adjourned. He said he still favors unity of the Left, 
that is meeting with other left groups and other progressives 
on the matter of issues. In this regard he also favors joint 
support of candidates. 

As this session adjourned it was agreed that the 
NEC members representing state organizations of the CP must 
report, before this NEC meeting is concluded, on the prospect 
for CP candidates in their States. 
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
